Trial examines military's 
‘leave no man behind’ ethos

FORT BRAGG, N.C. — Be- 
fore soldiers leave on missions in 
Iraq or Afghanistan, they often 
are ordered to do everything in 
their power to bring their buddies 
back. “Leave no man behind” is 
the motto. 

But does that military ethos 
apply to soldiers heading out for 
a rowdy weekend in the United 
States? 

That question is being raised 
at an unusual court-martial on 
this massive Army base, where a 
young paratrooper who struggled 
to bring a combative, drunken sol- 
dier back to the barracks has been 
accused of causing his death. 

Pfc. Luke Brown died after a 
night of drinking at the Ugly Stick 
Saloon in nearby Fayetteville 
in July 2008. Sgt. Justin Boyle, 
whose lawyer has said he was 
only trying to help an incapacitat- 
ed buddy, was charged with invol- 


untary manslaughter after using 
a chokehold to subdue Brown. 

The case, which was expected 
to go to the jury Friday or Mon- 
day, iS providing a rare inside 
look at how unit solidarity and 
commanders’ orders play out in 
noncombat situations. 

During testimony this week, 
soldiers described a wild, hour- 
long chase through dense woods 
at night as Boyle and fellow sol- 
diers in his intelligence unit 
tried to corral Brown, 27, a hulk- 
ing soldier built like an NFL 
lineman. 

They also talked about their 
regular Friday safety briefings, 
in which they said commanders 
order those bound for weekend 
revelry to “do whatever it takes” 
to bring everyone back to base. 

One soldier testified that com- 
manders have told troops “to 
choke someone out if you have 
to.”

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Fallen Marine’s 
father champions 
Afghanistan fight

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — Former 
Marine John Bernard is the anti-Cindy 
Sheehan. 

Bernard, a retired first sergeant, and Shee- 
han, the controversial Iraq war protester, 
share the excruciating burden of having lost 
their sons to war. However, Bernard is cam- 
paigning not to end the fighting in Afghani- 
stan, but to intensify it. 

He launched a blog last week called “Let 
Them Fight or Bring Them Home” and con- 
tends the new “immoral rules of engage- 
ment” put troops at “unreasonable risk.” 
Troops are being hamstrung, he said, by the 
civilian-centric counterinsurgency strategy. 

“We went in with a very defined mission: to 
seek al-Qaida and destroy them. All of a sud- 
den it’s turned into a quasi-military mission 
to help the people of Afghanistan,” said the 
New Portland, Maine, resident. 

Bernard speaks with a unique authority. 
The death of his son made instant headlines.

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A group of plastic surgeons on Thursday 
announced the launch of Faces of Honor, a na- 
tional program to provide free consultations 
and low-cost procedures for servicemembers 
who suffered facial injuries in combat, ac- 
cording to The San Diego Union-Tribune. 

The program is meant to supplement care 
already provided by the Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs, said Dr. Donn Chatham, president 
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of the American Academy of Facial Plastic and 
Reconstructive Surgery. He added that many 
members of the academy have advanced skills 
that VA doctors may not possess. 

“Tt’s sometimes valuable to consult with a 
specialist to verify that this is as far as it can 
get or to possibly offer another level of recon- 
struction,” Chatham told the paper. 

About 185 surgeons have agreed so far to 
participate in the program, and many of the 
services will be donated. Any charges re- 
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Plastic surgeons to aid injured vets 


sulting from the surgical procedures will be 
billed to veterans’ insurance plans or covered 
with donations raised by the academy, the 
Union-Tribune wrote. 

“Because it’s the face, it has a huge impact 
on people’s lives,” said Dr. Jeffrey Rawnsley, 
a Los Angeles plastic surgeon and member 
of the Faces of Honor network. “Any facial 
deformity reminds you, when you look in the 
mirror, of the emotional scars that might have 
come with it.”

And that, according to testimo- 
ny, is exactly what Boyle did after 
an enraged Brown threw one sol- 
dier into a pickup truck, choked 
another and dragged him under 
a chain-link fence, and punched a 
third in the face. 

But military prosecutors have 
said Boyle went far beyond or- 
ders, continuing to choke Brown 
after he stopped resisting. 

“This is a case where the ends 
do not justify the means,” said 
Capt. Richard Gallagher, the lead 
prosecutor. “Sgt. Boyle choked 
Pfc. Brown to death.” Even as 
Brown was gasping and begging 
to be let go, Gallagher said, “Sgt. 
Boyle ignores those pleas.” 

But Anita Gorecki, Boyle’s ci- 
vilian lawyer, said the soldiers 
believed they had a duty to bring 
Brown home. They feared he 
would hurt someone, or himself. 
And Boyle felt a special respon- 
sibility because he was the se- 
nior noncommissioned officer 
present. 

“The question really is the 
buddy system: Are we our broth- 
er’s keeper at the end of the day?” 
Gorecki told the jury of four offi- 
cers and five senior noncommis- 
sioned officers. 

Any paratrooper’s death is a 
tragedy, she said, but “these ac- 
tions are not criminal.” 

Boyle, 28, a sturdily built para- 
trooper with close-cropped hair, 
faces up to 10 years if convicted. 
Three fellow soldiers in his 82nd 
Airborne Division unit also face 
courts-martial. Two others have 
pleaded guilty to lesser charges; 
the charges against a sixth sol- 


dier were dropped. 

Even Brown’s family seems 
to accept the concept of soldiers 
making sure every man comes 
home, whether from a combat 
mission or a night on the town. 

“The family has forgiven these 
guys,’ Adam Brown, Luke’s 
brother, 26, said outside the 
courtroom. “I know these guys 
were looking out for Luke’s best 
interests. It was just a terrible 
accident.” 

At the hearing, Boyle and sev- 
eral other accused soldiers ap- 
proached the Browns to offer 
their sympathies. “They all said 
they were sorry about what hap- 
pened,” Adam Brown said. 

James Culp, who represents 
two of the accused paratroopers, 
said Brown put his buddies in an 
untenable position by crashing 
through the woods drunk. The 
leave-no-man-behind code obli- 
gated them to go after him. 

Sgt. Christopher Mignocchi, 
who was convicted of negligent 
homicide under a plea deal, said 
he had heard commanders tell 
soldiers to bring their buddies 
home “if you have to knock them 
out and drag them back.” 

He added: “I thought that we 
were doing what we had been 
told.” 

When Brown ran from the Ugly 
Stick at 2 a.m. after downing an- 
other soldier’s beer and arguing 
with bouncers, soldiers testified, 
he kept saying, “Nobody loves 
me” and “I want to die.” 

One soldier attacked by Brown 
told him, “You’re choking me!” 
Brown replied: “I know. I’m 
sorry,” but continued the assault 
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until he was tackled by Boyle. 

“Everybody’s goal was to calm 
him down and get him home,” Mi- 
gnocchi said. Other soldiers said 
no one intended to harm Brown. 

According to witnesses, Boyle 
locked Brown in a choke hold 
taught during Army training. 
While other soldiers held Brown 
down, they said, Boyle straddled 
the big man from behind, wrap- 
ping his legs around him and 
locking an arm around Brown’s 
neck. 

The others punched and kicked 
Brown in the stomach, torso and 
legs. 

Mignocchi testified that Brown 
at one point muttered: “The only 
way you’re going to get me out of 
these woods is if you choke me 
out.” 

Brown recovered from Boyle’s 
chokehold, but became combat- 
ive again, the soldiers said. Boyle 
applied a second chokehold, one 
witness said, letting up at times 
but resuming when he said Brown 
was still resisting. 

“Go to sleep, Brown, go to 
sleep,’ Boyle was quoted as 
saying. 

Fearing Brown would attack 
soldiers on the ride home, the 
men decided to bind his wrists 
with plastic zip-ties. 

Gallagher said Boyle’s second 
chokehold caused “a significant 
brain injury.” 

“He is in the process of dying 
when he’s being placed in that ve- 
hicle,” he said. 

The initial autopsy by a military 
medical examiner listed the cause 
and manner of Brown’s death as 
“undetermined.” Navy Cmdr. 


Carol Solomon said she could not 
conclude whether Brown died due 
to asphyxia from being choked or 
from cardiac arrhythmia — an 
irregular heartbeat. 

After reviewing witnesses’ 
statements, Solomon said, she 
changed her finding to asphyxia 
by choking, a homicide. 

But a defense forensic patholo- 
gist, Michael Baden, testified that 
Brown died of natural causes: ar- 
rhythmia caused by exertion and 
an enlarged heart. 

“He had a very bad heart,” 
Baden testified. Brown’s heart 
weighed 500 grams, versus about 
350 grams for the average male, 
Baden said. 

A toxicologist said Brown’s 
blood alcohol content was between 
0.14 percent and 0.19 percent, 
more than twice the legal driv- 
ing limit, when he died. Brown 
called himself a “binge drinker,” 
according to fellow soldiers. 

Some witnesses said Brown 
was unconscious when he was 
loaded into the car. Citing that 
and other evidence, the prosecu- 
tion said Boyle’s second choke- 
hold left Brown unconscious and 
brain dead. 

But Sgt. Kyle Saltz, who also 
is charged in the case, testified 
that Brown moved his head and 
uttered an obscenity when Saltz 
checked on him in the car. Citing 
that and other evidence, Baden 
said the second chokehold did not 
cause permanent unconscious- 
ness or brain death. 

“You can’t call that a homi- 
cide,” he said. 
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Admiral’s plan 
for Web security

WASHINGTON — The Navy 
will reorganize nearly 44,000 jobs 
and add 1,000 additional positions 
to a newly created “Information 
Domination Corps” designed to 
bring the naval intelligence com- 
munity, cybersecurity experts 
and communications specialties 
under a single command. 

The new 10th Fleet, to be 
headquartered at Fort Meade in 
Maryland, will include related 
information specialties such as 
meteorology and oceanography, 
naval officials said. Details on 
the new chain of command and 
possible moves of sailors are ex- 
pected to be announced in com- 
ing months. 

At aspeech before industry and 
naval leaders Thursday, Chief 
of Naval Operations Adm. Gary 
Roughead billed the reorganiza- 
tion as a needed change to keep 
the service on the cutting edge of 
not just cyber warfare but infor- 
mation sharing throughout the 
military. 

“Between the United States 
and other navies around the 
world, I’m comfortable with the 
capability gap in the areas of 
ships, aircraft and submarines,” 
he said. “But cyberspace is a

KADENA AIR BASE, Okinawa 
— The largest Army Air Force 
Exchange facility in the Pacific 
opened for business Friday to a 
sea of people.

much more contested space. The 
question has been, ‘Do we enjoy 
that same gap there?’

Roughead added he believes 
the changes will make the fleet’s 
cyber command a leader in the 
broader U.S. Cyber Command, 
especially as the Army and Ma- 
rine Corps continue to focus on 
immediate operations in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Changes will include consoli- 
dating the director of naval intel- 
ligence, the deputy chief of naval 
operations, and several other in- 
formation capability command- 
ers under a newly created deputy 
chief who will report directly to 
Roughead. 

Vice Adm. Jack Dorsett, cur- 
rent director of naval intelli- 
gence and nominee for the new 
position, said most of the work 
of the new command won’t focus 
on developing new capabilities

but instead better organizing and 
using existing data, networks and 
tools. 

“What we’ve learned from Iraq 
and Afghanistan is that there is 
an unquenchable thirst for infor- 
mation,” he told reporters. “We 
see the lesson as the need for an 
environment of increased avail- 
ability of data, and a need for 
people to make sense of it. 

“While we’re adequately posi- 
tioned for today, we don’t believe 
that we’re well positioned for the 
future.” 

In addition, Dorsett said that 
the new command will look to 
recruit more cyber specialists 
in the future, to better react to 
emerging online threats and net- 
work needs. 

Filling those posts will be dif- 
ficult, he conceded, but officials 
are already eyeing offering the 
new recruits shorter tours or job 
development opportunities with 
private industry along with a tra- 
ditional bonus and specialty pay 
approach. 

Roughead emphasized _ the 
need to protect U.S. networks 
but downplayed the risk posed 
by hackers in countries like Rus- 
sia and China. Better systems 
and data sharing will help foster 
better relationships with foreign 
governments, he said. 

However, Dorsett did not rule 
out offensive operations from 
the new cyber specialists, if 
U.S. Cyber Command officials 
determine the need for such an 
approach.

Ambassador signals U.S. will 
wait for Japan’s troop review

TOKYO — U.S. Ambassador 
John Roos said Friday that Wash- 
ington views Tokyo as an equal 
partner and will give Japan’s 
new government time to review a 
plan to rework the deployment of 
American troops in the country. 

Newly elected Prime Minis- 
ter Yukio Hatoyama has said he 
wants Japan to chart a more inde- 
pendent path with the U.S..

Marines from the southern is- 
land of Okinawa to the U.S. ter- 
ritory of Guam, had been agreed 
on in 2006, but several major 
points remain to be worked out, 
including the location of a base 
to replace Okinawa’s Futenma 
air station, a major Marine hub. 
Some members of Hatoyama’s 
Democratic Party of Japan want 
the base moved off Japanese ter- 
ritory entirely. 

“We view the United States and 
Japan as partners, equal part- 
ners,” Roos said. 


Intelligence company: 
Military data still at risk

WASHINGTON — The per- 
sonal data of tens of thousands of 
U.S. soldiers — including those in 
the Special Forces — continue to 
be downloaded by unauthorized 
computer users in countries such 
as China and Pakistan, despite 
Army assurances that it would 
try to fix the problem, according 
to a private firm that monitors 
cybersecurity. 

Tiversa, which scours the In- 
ternet for sensitive data, discov- 
ered the data breaches in May 
while conducting research for 
private clients. The company 
found, as recently as this week, 
documents containing Social Se- 
curity numbers, blood types, cell 
phone numbers, e-mail addresses 
and the names of soldiers’ spous- 
es and children. 

The availability of such data, 
security experts say, exacerbates 
the threat of identity theft and re- 


taliation against troops on sensi- 
tive missions. In addition to using 
the information to drain financial 
accounts, hackers could pose as 
soldiers in an effort to ferret out 
sensitive data, including pass- 
words to government systems. 

The company found the sensi- 
tive documents by using “peer 
to peer” file-sharing software, 
which can be easily downloaded 
on the Internet and allows com- 
puter users to share music or 
other files. While such software 
is popular — in any given sec- 
ond, about 22 million people are 
on file-sharing networks — many 
computer users don’t realize it 
can make the contents of their 
computers available to other 
file-sharers. 

In 2003, the Army instituted 
policies barring the unauthorized 
use of peer-to-peer software. The 
Pentagon did the same in 2004. 
But critics say policies often are 
not enforced. 
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Obama, McChrystal discuss war strategy

COPENHAGEN — President Barack 
Obama summoned his top commander 
in Afghanistan for a 25-minute meeting 
aboard Air Force One on Friday as part of 
his review of a war strategy that has divid- 
ed the president’s national security team. 

Army Gen. Stanley McChrystal and 
Obama met just before the president re- 
turned to Washington from Copenhagen, 
where he was pitching the International 
Olympic Committee on Chicago’s bid to 
host the 2016 games. 

McChrystal had been in London, where 
he said in a speech Thursday that insur- 
gents are gaining strength in Afghanistan 
and more troops are needed to “buy time” 
for the Afghan military and police forces 
to prepare to take control of the country in 
2013. 

A White House spokesman said the meet- 
ing was part of the ongoing discussion about 
Afghanistan and no decisions were made. 
The pair met in the president’s cabin. 

“The president wanted to take the 
opportunity to get together with Gen. 
McChrystal,”’ spokesman Robert Gibbs 
told reporters aboard the presidential air- 
craft just before takeoff. 

The meeting was the third conversation 
between the two since McChrystal dis- 
closed in a television interview that aired 





Sunday that he had spoken with Obama 
only once since taking over the U.S. mili- 
tary efforts in Afghanistan. Obama tapped 
McChrystal in May to replace ousted Gen. 
David McKiernan. 

Obama and McChrystal spoke on 
Wednesday before Obama convened a 
meeting later that day of his war council, 
which McChrystal joined by video confer- 
ence. When Obama learned McChrystal 
would be in London, he asked him to meet 
him on the tarmac in Copenhagen after 
Obama made a last-minute pitch for Chica- 
go’s bid, Gibbs said. 

Obama’s strategy review was prompt- 
ed in part by a critical assessment of the 
war effort that McChrystal sent him last 
month. He declared that the U.S. would fail 
to meet its objectives of causing irrepara- 
ble damage to Taliban militants and their 
al-Qaida allies if the administration did not 


significantly increase American forces. 

While the Pentagon has so far locked 
away specifics of McChrystal’s troop re- 
quest, he is widely believed to want to add 
between 30,000 and 40,000 to the current 
force of 68,000. 

Wednesday’s war council meeting, the 
second of at least five planned by Obama, 
exposed emerging fault lines within the 
administration over Afghanistan — with 
military commanders pressing for more 
troops and other advisers expressing 
skepticism. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton and special Afghan and Pakistan envoy 
Richard Holbrooke appeared to be leaning 
toward supporting a troop increase, while 
White House Chief of Staff Rahm Emanu- 
el and Gen. James Jones, Obama’s national 
security adviser, appeared to be skeptical 
of troop increases. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and Gen. David Petraeus, 
the top commander for the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, both support McChrys- 
tal’s strategy. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates has remained noncommittal. 

The assessment of divisions within 
Obama’s inner circle came from a senior 
administration official who attended the 
meeting and spoke on the condition of 
anonymity, because the discussions were 
private.

FORWARD OPERATING BASE GAR- 
DEZ, Afghanistan — By December, U.S. 
forces in southeast Afghanistan will make 
good on a promise to increase the number 
of troops training Afghan Border Police, 
nearly a year after launching an overhaul 
of the program. 

In January, U.S. officials vowed to boost 
forces in response to the continued vio- 
lence along Afghanistan’s rugged 1,600- 
mile boundary with Pakistan. 

It’s part of a comprehensive strategy to 
eliminate the threat of Islamist militants 
crossing the border from Pakistan, where 
they have found safe haven and financial 
support for years. The U.S. has used mis- 
sile strikes to hit militant groups in Paki- 
stan, and the Senate on Sept. 24 approved 
$7.5 billion — $1.5 billion a year for five 
years — in aid to Pakistan, largely to gain 
its support in fighting such groups. 

For several years, the U.S. military re- 
lied primarily on small teams of embed- 
ded advisers to train the border Afghan 
security forces, but those teams have been 
in short supply. For example, in the south- 
eastern region that includes the provinces 
of Paktia, Paktika and Khost, referred to 
as P2K, the allotted 16-man adviser teams 
rarely had more than six or seven soldiers, 
said Maj. Chris Thomas, operations offi- 
cer for Task Force Warrior, 425th Brigade 
Special Troops Battalion under the Inter- 
national Security Assistance Force. 

The war in Iraq also meant fewer troops 
were available for the training require- 
ments in Afghanistan, said Capt. Adam 
Tumblin, an embedded mentor from 1st 
Brigade, 1st Infantry Division out of Fort 
Riley, Kan., who has been in Afghanistan 
since November 2008. 

“With the drawdown in Iraq, I think 
that now frees up forces to come here and 
partner with Afghans,” Tumblin said. “It’s 
frustrating for me from a mentor’s view- 
point, but it’s not at my level to set policy.” 

Earlier this year, the U.S. Army brought 
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Spc. William Bolling, a chaplain’s assistant, walks on patrol in April with the Afghan 
Border Police’s 2nd Battalion in Chamkani, Paktia province. U.S. soldiers are training 


the border police in basic tactics. 


in about 1,500 soldiers with the 425th Bat- 
talion to strengthen the training program 
of border police in the region, from opera- 
tional planners to intelligence personnel, 
logisticians and financiers. 

While the exact number of these new 
trainers has yet to be determined, U.S. of- 
ficials envision placing one U.S. soldier for 
every three Afghan Border Police officers. 
Afghanistan’s Ministry of Interior, which 
oversees the force, approved an Afghan 
Border Police force of 2,971 troops for the 
P2K region for 2009. The trainers advise 
Afghan police on how to run a five-week 
basic training course to include weapons 
training, first aid and literacy courses. 

Building up the border police had to take 
a back seat to the U.S. military’s push to 
train and stand up the national army and 
national police forces to help bring stabili- 
ty to the country at large, military officials 
said. 

Just as they saw with the army and na- 
tional police, U.S. trainers are dealing with 


illiteracy, desertion, an undeveloped non- 
commissioned officer corps and the most 
pressing problem, corruption. 

During a recent gathering at FOB Gar- 
dez of commanders for the seven “kanda- 
ks,” which is Dari for “battalion,” the issue 
of corruption provoked heated debate. 

Afghan military leaders lie about the 
number of troops on their rosters to pock- 
et nonexistent patrolmen’s salaries, and 
troops at border checkpoints take bribes to 
let travelers through, according to military 
training team officials. 

One frustrated intelligence officer, Af- 
ghan Maj. Mazrat Din, complained that 
the Ministry of Interior has failed to push 
down cash to be used to pay sources for in- 
formation. When a source recently led bor- 
der police to 500 kilograms of hashish, Din 
had no money to pay for the tip. Instead, 
he rewarded the informant by doling out 
some of the spoils.

Assumptions 
of general 
challenged

WASHINGTON — Senior White 
House officials have begun to make 
the case for a policy shift in Afghani- 
stan that would send few, if any, 
new combat troops to the country 
and instead focus on faster military 
training of Afghan forces, contin- 
ued assassinations of al-Qaida lead- 
ers and support for the government 
of neighboring Pakistan in its fight 
against the Taliban. 

In a three-hour meeting Wednes- 
day at the White House, senior 
advisers challenged some of the 
key assumptions in Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal’s blunt assessment of 
the nearly 8-year-old war, which 
President Barack Obama has said is 
being fought to destroy al-Qaida and 
its allies in Afghanistan and the un- 
governed border areas of Pakistan. 

McChrystal, commander of the 
100,000 NATO and U.S. forces in 
Afghanistan, has asked Obama to 
quickly endorse his call for a change 
in military strategy and approve the 
additional resources he needs to re- 
take the initiative from the resurgent 
Taliban. 

But White House officials are re- 
sisting McChrystal’s call for urgen- 
cy, which he underscored Thursday 
in a speech in London, and ques- 
tioning important elements of his 
assessment, which calls for a vast 
expansion of an increasingly unpop- 
ular war. One senior administration 
official, speaking on the condition of 
anonymity to discuss the meeting, 
said, “A lot of assumptions — and I 
don’t want to say myths, but a lot of 
assumptions — were exposed to the 
light of day.” 

Among them, according to three 
senior administration officials who 
attended the meeting, is McChrys- 
tal’s contention that the Taliban and 
al-Qaida share the same strategic in- 
terests and that the return to power 
of the Taliban would automatically 
mean a new Sanctuary for al-Qaida. 

Leading up to the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks, the Taliban government 
provided much of al-Qaida’s leader- 
ship with a safe haven before being 
toppled by U.S. forces later that year. 
Since then, some White House offi- 
cials say, al-Qaida has not regained 
its foothold even as the Taliban in- 
surgency has strengthened. 

The deliberations over McChrys- 
tal’s assessment are expected to last 
several weeks, and officials who par- 
ticipated in Wednesday’s meeting 
say it is too early to discern what di- 
rection Obama intends to take. 

Although participants described 
the discussions as fluid, divisions 
are becoming clearer between those 
in the administration who want to 
broaden the U.S. effort, including 
sending in additional combat forces, 
and those who want to adopt a nar- 
rower anti-terrorism effort focused 
primarily on al-Qaida.

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Heavy gun power proving a vital part of Afghan operations, commander says

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — Marine 
Corps artillerymen are back to manning 
the big guns. 

The service deployed its first artillery 
battalion to Afghanistan in the spring and 
is spinning up artillery training every- 
where from Camp Fuji, Japan, to Twenty- 
nine Palms, Calif., to fill the deployment 
pipeline. 

“Artillery is going to play a larger role 
here,” said Maj. Gregory Hanweck, op- 
erations officer at Camp Fuji, the Marines’ 
largest training ground in the Pacific. 

Large-scale artillery exercises at Fuji 
— such as an upcoming cycle involving 400 
Marines from Okinawa — were shelved 
during much of the past six years while ar- 
tillerymen deployed to Iraq, mostly as pro- 
visional security forces, Hanweck said. 

Because the Iraqi insurgency was con-

centrated in urban areas and relied heavily 
on roadside bombs, artillery was scarcely 
needed after the initial 2003 invasion. In- 
stead of pulling lanyards, artillerymen 
raided houses, patrolled neighborhoods 
and escorted convoys. 

But in Afghanistan, where Taliban and 
al-Qaida fighters engage U.S. troops in 
the country’s rural outreaches, heavy gun 
power is proving a vital part of operations, 
said Lt. Col. James Lewis, commander of 
the 3rd Battalion, 11th Marine Regiment. 
The Camp Pendleton, Calif.-based artillery 
unit deployed to Helmand province in May 
as part of the 10,000-strong Marine force 
that delivered the opening salvos of the re- 
newed fight in Afghanistan. 

However, with stricter rules of engage- 
ment put in place this summer to better 
protect Afghan civilians, determining 
when and how to employ the howitzer and 
other conventional weaponry has been part 


of the learning curve for the 3-11 and the 
regional combat team it supports in south- 
ern Afghanistan, Lewis said. 

“We came here with a really good focus 
on a decision-making process [for grant- 
ing fire requests] that we’ve continued to 
refine,” said Lewis. Advancements in ar- 
tillery technology have made cannon and 
rocket units not only lighter and more flex- 
ible on the battlefield but also more accu- 
rate, he said. 

“We’re essentially doing the same thing 
we’d do in a conventional fight but with a 
[counterinsurgency] focus,” said Lewis. 

There is no data to show the rate of 
ground-based fire missions since Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal issued a July 1 di- 
rective limiting airstrikes and artillery 
bombardment to cut down on civilian casu- 
alties, though it has been reduced in recent 
months, said Col. Wayne Shanks, spokes- 
man for U.S. Forces Afghanistan. 


Missions are now focused on engaging 
the enemy in the least destructive way pos- 
sible, but that does not preclude command- 
ers from granting fire support to protect 
troops in harm’s way, Shanks said. 

“If Marines are taking effective fire 
and require supporting arms, that’s one of 
the reasons we’re here,” Lewis said. “The 
vast majority of our fires with cannons and 
rockets are in self-defense.” 

Though the entire strategy in Afghani- 
stan could be turned on its head as Presi- 
dent Barack Obama and Secretary of 
Defense Robert Gates consider McChrys- 
tal’s assessment of the current situation on 
the ground, Marine artillerymen continue 
to prepare for combat in their traditional 
roles, according to the Pentagon. 

All 43 Marine Corp firing batteries are in 
the deployment pipeline, Pentagon spokes- 
man Marine Maj. Carl Redding said.

A former USA Federal Credit 
Union employee at Yokota Air 
Base was sentenced to 38 months 
in prison for stealing $1.5 mil- 
lion out of the cash vault over 
13 years, according to the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office in San Diego. 

Leticia Figuracion must also 
repay the money and remain on 
probation for five years following 
her release, Judge John Houston 
ruled Sept. 21 in San Diego U.S. 
District Court. 

The credit union’s Misawa, 
Japan-based regional manager, 
Joe Roginski, said Friday that 
he was not authorized to answer 
questions regarding the case. 

Figuracion was removed 


from her post about one year 
ago, according to a former credit 
union employee familiar with the 
case. 

Figuracion admitted to stealing 
about $10,000 per month from 
the vault for many years, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Department of 
Justice Web site. 

She covered her tracks by using 
a credit union member’s account 
to embezzle the money, then 
changing the member’s address 
to avoid notification, according 
to a U.S. Attorney’s Office news 
release. 

Much of the money was sent 
to Figuracion’s family members 
in the Philippines. She also used 
the money to open a Los Angeles 
restaurant, according to the U.S. 


Attorney’s Office. 

During sentencing, Houston 
credited Figuracion for admit- 
ting to the scheme, according to 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office. 

USA Federal Credit Union is 


headquartered in San Diego. The 
credit union operates at four mili- 
tary locations in Japan and seven 
in South Korea, according to its 
Web site.

Gitmo detainee chooses 
his family over freedom

WASHINGTON — Bahtiyar Mahnut, a detainee 
at the U.S. military prison at Guantanamo Bay, 
learned a few weeks ago that the Pacific island na- 
tion of Palau had invited him to settle there. 

It should have been cause for celebration, espe- 
cially for a man who desperately wants to be free. 
But, to the surprise of his lawyers, Bahtiyar has 
turned down the offer. He wishes to remain a pris- 
oner, they say, so he can look after his older brother, 
a fellow detainee. 

The brothers’ saga, as related by their attorneys 
and military records, could transpire only in the 
context of Guantanamo Bay and comes at a criti- 
cal juncture for the Obama administration, which 
is struggling to meet a Jan. 22 deadline to shutter 
the 223-detainee prison. Their circumstances also 
highlight the diplomatic difficulties facing the U.S. 
government as it tries to find places to send the pris- 
oners not destined for terrorism trials in the United 
States. 

The brothers are Uighurs, residents of China who 
are considered separatists by Beijing, but are not 
enemies of the United States. The brothers were 
picked up separately in Afghanistan and Pakistan 
soon after the United States launched attacks against 
al-Qaida and the Taliban in retaliation for the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks. 

Since at least 2003, the U.S. government has tried 
to find homes for the brothers and 20 other cap- 
tured Uighurs. Five went to Albania in 2006; four 
were sent to Bermuda in June. At one point, U.S. of- 
ficials were considering the possibility of resettling 
Uighurs in the Washington area, but that plan was 
scuttled under political pressure. Most countries 
have been reluctant to accept Uighurs and risk an- 
gering China. 

In recent weeks, however, Palau has agreed to ac- 
cept 12 of the 13 remaining Uighurs, according to 
the Justice Department. 

The only detainee not invited by Palau was Bahti- 
yar’s older brother, Arkin Mahmud, 45, who has de- 
veloped mental health problems that are apparently 





too serious to be treated in the sparsely populated 
country, said his attorney, Elizabeth Gilson. 

To make matters worse, according to Gilson and 
military records, Arkin is only a prisoner because 
he went searching for Bahtiyar after the younger 
brother left their homeland eight years ago. 

“This is just very difficult and sad,” said Abubak- 
kir Qasim, 40, a Uighur freed from Guantanamo 
Bay in 2006 who considers himself a friend of both 
brothers. 

“Bahtiyar is turning away freedom for his broth- 
er,” Qasim said through an interpreter. “His brother 
is only there because of Bahtiyar Uighurs have de- 
clined the offer for a variety of reasons, according 
to one of their lawyers, Susan Baker Manning. The 
Justice Department says the government thinks 
that six to eight Uighurs will go to Palau. 

In 2001, Bahtiyar and Arkin, both Muslims, were 
living with their parents and a younger brother in 
a small house in bustling Ghulja in Western China. 
Arkin is the father of two children, then 8 and 5. The 
brothers were not particularly devout but felt op- 
pressed by the government of Beijing, which does 
not allow worship and ensures the best jobs go to 
ethnic Chinese. The brothers were forced to survive 
as menial tradesmen. 

Bahtiyar wanted to strike out on his own. So, with 
$700 in his pocket, he headed for Pakistan. But he 
quickly ran out of money and couldn’t find work. He 
was worried about being sent back to China until 
a friend told him about a group of Uighurs in Af- 
ghanistan that wanted “to fight against the Chinese 
government.” 

“If I went,” he told military officials, “I didn’t 
have to pay for food or anything. So I went to 
Afghanistan.” 

There, he lived with 35 other Uighurs in a camp. 
The group built houses and a mosque. They trained 
with one automatic rifle. 

After the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, the U.S. military 
began bombing Afghanistan and destroyed Bahti- 
yar’s camp, sending the Uighurs into the mountains 
for shelter. Bahtiyar and others crossed into neigh- 
boring Pakistan, where they were arrested and 
turned over to U.S. authorities.

Not because of the issues raised 
by his father, but because of pho- 
tographs of the dying Marine 
distributed by The Associated 
Press. 

The photos — which John Ber- 
nard and Secretary of Defense 
Robert Gates asked the AP not 
to run — sparked debate among 
media outlets, bloggers and the 
public about the merits of pub- 
lishing graphic images of those 
killed in combat. 

Bernard said he is trying to 
focus the residual media cover- 
age stemming from his son’s 
death on, as he sees it, the undue 
perils faced by troops under the 
current strategy in Afghanistan. 

“There is a bigger picture 
here,” he said. “I can’t do any- 
thing about my son, but there 
are hundreds, thousands of other 
sons that will be killed or maimed 
if we continue down this road.” 

“When you make the decision 
to send in an armed force, you 
fight,” said Bernard, whose son 
Lance Cpl. Joshua Bernard was 
killed Aug. 14 during a fight with 
Taliban insurgents. 

“Deep inside us, we all antici- 
pated this. We could see it com- 
ing for months,” said Bernard of 
the reaction he and his wife and 
daughter had upon hearing the 
news. 

“We actually believe that Josh 
really was kind of prepping us, 
that he expected not to make it 
back.” 

Bernard, a 26-year Marine 
Corps veteran who served in the 
first Gulf War, began criticiz- 
ing the war strategy in July, five 
weeks before Josh was killed. 

Just days after Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, the top commander 
in Afghanistan, restricted air and 
ground firepower and ordered 
troops to scale back fighting 
against insurgents to save civil- 
ian lives, Bernard began sound- 
ing off to his representatives in 
Congress. 

In a series of letters, he urged 
the politicians to review the situ- 
ation and elevate the debate in 
Washington about McChrystal’s 
strategy. 

Sen. Susan Collins, R-Maine, 
a member of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, raised the 
issue in a hearing with Pentagon 
leaders late last month. 

The Washington Post re- 
ported that Collins asked Adm. 
Mike Mullen, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, to respond 
to Bernard’s letter, which said 
McChrystal’s rules of engage- 
ment were “nothing less than dis- 
graceful, immoral and fatal for 
our Marines, sailors and soldiers 
on the ground.”

ing in Helmand province with 
Golf Company, 2nd Battalion, 3rd 
Marine Regiment. 

During brief phone conversa- 
tions that month, Bernard said 
his son spoke of firepower mis- 
sions being denied and about the 
growing dangers on the ground in 
the Taliban strongholds of south- 
ern Afghanistan. 

“The guys on the ground are 
angry beyond reason that they’re 
not able to do what they’re trained 
to do,’ Bernard said. “They’re 
watching their fellow troops get 
wounded or killed while we’ve 
turned over the battle space to 
the enemy.” 

McChrystal concedes _ that 
shielding civilians from exces- 
sive violence and working more 
closely with Afghan security 
forces will put U.S. and NATO 
forces at greater risk. 

But he insists the hazards are 
short-term and that winning over 
the Afghan people is the best way 
to succeed in Afghanistan. 

Impossible, Bernard said. 

“When you try to make nice 
with one side of the population 
and try to fight the other, you 
end up bringing the enemy into 
camp with you,” said Bernard, 
who believes the Taliban fighters 
who killed his son were tipped 
off by Afghans working with the 
Marines. 

Bernard is not planning any- 
thing grandiose to spread his 
message, no rallies in the capital 
or lawsuits against the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 

Instead, he is calling politi- 
cians, trying to tap Washington 
insiders for help and posting blog 
entries. 

“The best I think I can do is to 
reach people with a larger audi- 
ence to ratchet up the pressure,” 
said Bernard, 55, who owns a 
woodworking company in New 
Portland and speaks with matter- 
of-fact authority no doubt honed 
during his military career. 

As for his efforts being cathar- 
tic, Bernard is ambivalent. 

“T can’t tell if it’s helping or in- 
terfering” with the grieving pro- 
cess, he said. 

“All I knowis that the conditions 
on the ground in Afghanistan are 
deteriorating and our focus there 
is deteriorating, and we’re the 
ones eroding the situation.”

KABUL — A Suicide bomber struck a 
U.S. convoy Friday in southern Afghani- 
stan, killing two American soldiers, the 
U.S. command said. Two other internation- 
al troops — one American and one British 
— were reported killed the day before. 

The casualties followed a drop in U.S. 
and other NATO deaths during September 
— the first decline after months of ever-ris- 
ing bloodshed. 

U.S. spokeswoman Capt. Elizabeth 
Mathias confirmed the deaths in the con- 
voy attack but would not specify where it 
occurred. 

She also said a third American died when 
Taliban militants fired rocket-propelled 
grenades at a patrol late Thursday in east- 
ern Afghanistan. Several other Americans 
were wounded, she added. 

In London, the British Ministry of De- 
fense announced that a British airman was 
killed Thursday when a bomb exploded 
alongside his patrol near Camp Bastion in 
southern Helmand province. 

The deaths were the first reported this 
month for the U.S.-led force, which has 
been locked in the heaviest fighting of the 
Afghan war. The Obama administration is 
debating whether to send more American 
troops to Afghanistan, whose government 
faces allegations of widespread fraud in the 
disputed Aug. 20 presidential election. 

President Barack Obama summoned 
his top commander in Afghanistan, Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal, for a 25-minute meet- 
ing on Air Force One on Friday in Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, as part of his review of 
a war strategy that has divided the presi- 
dent’s national security team. 

The two conferred just before the 
president returned to Washington from 
Copenhagen, where he was pitching the 
International Olympic Committee on Chi- 
cago’s bid to host the 2016 games. 

At least 37 American troops died in Af- 
ghanistan in September, compared with 
51 in August, 44 in July and 24 in June, 
according to figures compiled by The As- 
sociated Press from official statements. 

The September death toll for the overall 
international force, including the Ameri-

cans, stood at 65, compared with 73 in Au- 
gust, 75 in July and 34 in June. At the same 
time, civilian deaths rose from 169 in Au- 
gust to 202 in September, according to AP 
figures compiled from police and other 
Afghan officials. 

The reason for the decline in soldier 
deaths was unclear, although major ground 
operations were launched against Taliban 
forces in July and August. No figures for 
wounded were available. 

Also Friday, Afghan authorities reported 
that militants attacked a convoy of empty 
trucks returning to Pakistan after deliver- 
ing supplies to a NATO base in Afghani- 
stan. One driver was killed, three were 
wounded and 13 trucks were burned, ac- 
cording to police. 





Hidden bomb kills Iraqi preacher during prayers

in Namrood, a mostly Sunni vil- 
lage about 18 miles south of 
Mosul. Three worshippers were 
injured, said the police official, 
who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because he was not autho- 
rized to speak to media. 

The mosque was only lightly 
guarded and had none of the ad- 
ditional security cordons placed 
around many larger places of 
worship around Iraq during the 
height of sectarian bloodshed 
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several years ago. 

There were no immediate ar- 
rests, but suspicion fell on groups 
such as al-Qaida in Iraq. 

The Mosul area is considered 
the last major base for Sunni in- 
surgents, who have targeted trib- 
al leaders and others who assist 
security forces. On Sept. 25, at 
least 11 Iraqi soldiers were killed 
just outside Mosul, the nation’s 
third-largest city. 

In Baghdad, an American sol- 


dier was killed in a mortar attack 
at a sprawling base on the west- 
ern edge of the Iraqi capital, the 
U.S. military said. 

Insurgents have stepped up at- 
tacks against Iraqi security forc- 
es in recent months as U.S. troops 
have pulled back to bases outside 
Iraqi cities. 

Insurgents have primarily tar- 
geted Iraqi forces and govern- 
ment officials but have also 
attacked U.S. troops across Iraq 
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with mortar shells and roadside 
bombs. 

The Multi-National Corps-Iraq 
soldier was killed Thursday in 
what is at least the second attack 
in two weeks at Camp Liberty.

ROME — Rivers of mud unleashed by 
heavy rains overnight flooded parts of the 
Sicilian city of Messina, leaving at least 17 
people dead while sweeping away cars and 
collapsing buildings, officials and news re- 
ports said. 

Rescuers with dogs searched Friday 
for several people missing after the mud 
swamped entire villages and suburbs of 
Messina on the island’s eastern coast, 
Mayor Giuseppe Buzzanca said. Efforts 
were hampered by the fact that many 
roads and railways were inundated. 

Residents and firefighters used shovels 
and bulldozers to clear the mud, which in 
some areas reached as high as the door 
handles of cars and homes. 

At least 17 people were killed, the ANSA 
news agency reported, citing the Messina 
prefect’s office. At least 40 people were 
hospitalized, many of them transported by 
sea, civil protection chief Guido Bertolaso 
said. Authorities gave varying numbers for 
people missing, ranging from five to 20.

EU seeks 
U.S. help 
for climate

GOTEBORG, Sweden — The 
European Union called Friday 
on the United States to join it in 
stumping up cash to help poor 
developing nations cope with cli- 
mate change. 

Swedish Finance Minister 
Anders Borg, whose country 
currently holds the rotating EU 
presidency, said Europe wanted 
the U.S. to “also put their weight 
behind the issue” ahead of global 
talks in Copenhagen in December 
on a new pact to reduce green- 
house gas emissions. 

“We must heat up the climate 
debate,” he said after economy 
talks between EU nations in 
Goteborg, Sweden. 

“Europe cannot solve this 
alone,” he said. “We need stron- 
ger U.S. activity on the climate 
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of emergency for the area, freeing funds 
for emergency relief and reconstruction. 

Officials blamed the overnight storm, 
which unleashed nearly 9 inches of rain in 
just three hours. But they acknowledged 
that deforestation and unregulated devel- 
opment had weakened the soil and con- 
tributed to the mudslides from Messina’s 
surrounding hills and cliffs. 

They were Italy’s deadliest landslides 
since 1998, when a rain-drenched moun- 
tain near Naples unleashed a torrent of 
mud that submerged villages and killed 
150. 

Among those killed around Messina was 
aman who was submerged and suffocated 
in the mud on the main piazza of a south- 
ern suburb, the ANSA news agency said. 
Another man drowned in the flooded cel- 
lar of his country home, it said. 

The civil protection chief urged authori- 
ties to take action against uncontrolled 
deforestation and construction, often prac- 
ticed by organized crime syndicates. 

“Hither we take on the job of securing all 
the nation’s territory, or these tragedies are 
destined to be repeated,” Bertolaso said.

NEW DELHI — At least 35 
more people died Friday after 
flash floods washed away thou- 
sands of homes in southern India, 
pushing the death toll from this 
week’s heavy rains to 102, offi- 
cials and media said. 

In worst-hit Karnataka state, 
floods have destroyed at least 
26,000 houses, submerged roads 
and snapped communication 
links in many areas. 

On Friday, district officials in 
Karnataka reported the deaths of 
35 people, pushing the death toll 
over the past two days to 86, with 
many more people reported miss- 
ing, the Press Trust of India news 
agency said. 


Army troops have begun res- 
cue operations and helicopters 
are dropping food and drinking 
water packets in the worst-affect- 
ed areas, about 375 miles north of 
the state capital, Bangalore. 

Scores of villages in 11 districts 
in northern Karnataka were sub- 
merged and people had fled to 
higher ground, a top official said. 

“Northern Karnataka is reel- 
ing from unprecedented rainfall. 
At least 26,000 houses have col- 
lapsed,” Karnataka’s chief minis- 
ter B.S. Yeddyurappa said. 

Late monsoon flooding has hit 
a large swathe of southern India. 
On Thursday, torrential rains 
and widespread flooding killed 
at least 16 people in neighboring 
Andhra Pradesh state.

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao — 
DNA on blood-spattered clothes 
found on a Curacao beach match- 
es that of a U.S. diplomat who 
vanished from this Dutch Carib- 
bean island, police and prosecu- 
tors say. 

In a joint statement issued late 
Thursday, Curacao authorities 
said the Dutch Forensic Institute 
has confirmed that bloody clothes 
found along Baya Beach belonged 
to James Hogan, 49, who was re- 
ported missing by his wife on 
Sept. 25. 

Police also reported they have 
found the missing U.S. vice con- 
sul’s cell phone in the sea. 


Kosovo court convicts 3 
ex-rebels of war crimes 


PRISTINA, Kosovo — An EU- 
run court convicted a Kosovo 
lawmaker and two other former 
ethnic Albanian rebels Friday for 
beating and torturing civilians 
during Kosovo’s 1998-99 war. 

The court’s three-judge panel 
found Rrustem Mustafa and the 
two other former fighters guilty 
of “war crimes through inhumane 
treatment of civilian detainees 
and ... beating and torture of ci- 
vilian detainees,” a spokesman 
for the European Union’s mission 
in Kosovo said. 

EU mission spokesman Karin 
Limdal said Mustafa was sen- 
tenced to four years in prison, 
Latif Gashi was sentenced to six 
years and Nazif Mehmeti to three 
years in prison. 


New post-Soviet force 
begins military exercises 


ALMATY, Kazakhstan — 
Thousands of troops from Rus- 
sia and four other ex-Soviet 
nations began military exercises 
in southern Kazakhstan on Fri- 
day, the first of their kind for the 
newly formed NATO-style rapid- 
reaction force. 

Moscow hopes the force will 
help bolster the power and pres- 
tige of the seven-nation Collective 
Security Treaty Organization, 
which Russia hopes will help 
counterbalance NATO. 

More than 7,000 troops gath- 
ered at the Matybulak train- 
ing grounds for the maneuvers, 
which are expected to last two 
weeks, the Kazakh Defense Min- 
istry said in a statement on its 
Web site. 

Leaders of the member nations 
finalized the creation of the force 
in June.

Major offensive fraught with challenges

ISLAMABAD — Pakistan’s army is ready- 
ing itself for a major offensive against al-Qaida 
and the Taliban in their stronghold in South 
Waziristan, intelligence officials said Friday, 
an operation likely to win U.S. praise — yet 
face steep challenges. 

The three intelligence officials, who spoke 
on the condition of anonymity, did not specify 
atime frame, and the army would not confirm 
a newspaper report the offensive could begin 
within days. The military still needs final ap- 
proval from the government and is trying to 
strike deals with warlords in the northwest re- 
gion bordering Afghanistan to support it or at 
stay neutral, the intelligence officials said. 

In June, the government said it had ordered 
the military to wage an offensive in the region 
aimed at eliminating Baitullah Mehsud, the 
Pakistani Taliban chief. The army spent weeks 
cutting off militant escape routes and soften- 
ing up targets in the tribal region, using lim- 
ited, intelligence-led ground and airstrikes. 

But a U.S. missile ended up killing Mehsud 
in August, and ever since, it has been unclear 
whether the military would go full-scale in 
South Waziristan and take out the rest of his 
network. 

Last week, hundreds of people fled South 
Waziristan amid speculation that a ramped- 
up operation was imminent, adding to the tens 
of thousands vacating the area in the past sev- 
eral months. 

It was unclear why officers would leak news

of an operation before it was launched. In past 
weeks, army spokesmen have repeatedly re- 
fused to publicly give a date for a full opera- 
tion in South Waziristan, saying they do not 
want to tip off the militants. 

South Waziristan is believed to be a possible 
hiding place for al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden. The military has launched past offen- 
sives there, but abandoned them in the face of 
stiff opposition, at times striking peace deals 
with militants that collapsed. 

The intelligence officers said the army now 
had the required troops, helicopter gunships, 
planes and other heavy weapons for target- 
ing militants in South Waziristan at three 
army bases in the region. They said they were 
awaiting final approval from top authorities 
before moving in. 

But Mahmood Shah, a former security chief 
for Pakistan’s tribal regions who is well-con- 
nected with army officials, said he had yet to 
see the sort of military movement necessary 
to go in full force. Shah said there are more 
than 20,000 troops in South Waziristan and 
a similar number in neighboring North Wa- 
ziristan, but not enough for the task at hand. 

“T would say the army has decided a ground 
offensive, but I do not think it is very close,” he 
said. “I am confident there is nothing like this 
in next 15 days.” 

Pakistan has won praise in the West over 
the past year for moving against militants in 
the frontier region. 

The U.S. in particular is keen on elimi- 
nating safe havens in Pakistan for militants 
involved in attacks on American and NATO 
troops in Afghanistan.

Officials worry 
3,000 remain 
beneath rubble 
in Indonesia

PADANG, Indonesia — Rescu- 
ers pulled two women alive from 
their collapsed college nearly two 
days after a powerful earthquake 
devastated western Indonesia, 
as cries for help from a flattened 
hotel spurred the frantic search 
for more survivors Friday. 

One of the survivors high-fived 
her rescuers as they carried her 
to safety. 

The government said nearly 
3,000 may still be trapped under 
the rubble after Wednesday’s 7.6- 
magnitude quake toppled thou- 
sands of buildings on Sumatra 
island. At least 715 people are 
already confirmed dead. U.N. 
spokeswoman Laksmita Noviera 
in Jakarta said the United Nations 
fears the toll could rise to 1,100. 

Against a grim backdrop of 
grief and destruction, rescuers 
found a reason to cheer: Ratna 
Kurniasari Virgo, 19, an Eng- 
lish major sophomore, and Susi 
Revika Wulan Sari, a teacher 
were found alive under the rub- 
ble of their college in Padang, 
the Foreign Language School of 
Prayoga. 

Sari was extricated at 6:20 a.m. 
EDT, almost exactly 48 hours 
after the college crumbled in the 
5.15 p.m. quake on Wednesday. 
She was pinned down by the rub-

Cleanup continues in Samoa

LALOMANU, Samoa — Some frightened Samo- 
ans who fled to the hills as a tsunami tore through 
their seaside villages vowed never to return to the 
coastline, while aid workers delivered water and 
medicine amid the growing stench of decay. 

The death toll from Tuesday’s earthquake and 
tsunami rose to 169 Thursday as searchers found 
more bodies in Samoa, where 129 were confirmed 
dead, police commissioner Lilo Maiava told The As- 
sociated Press. 

Thirty-one others were killed in American Samoa 
and nine in Tonga. 

A refrigerated freight container was used as a 
temporary morgue for the scores of bodies at a Sa- 
moan hospital. Maiava said drowning appeared to 
be the main cause of death. 

Some bodies were still being plucked from the sea, 
while police dug others from sand, mud and debris. 
Maiava said the search may last three weeks. 

President Barack Obama called American Samoa 
Gov. Togiola Tulafono on Thursday to convey his 


condolences to the families of those killed, the gov- 
ernor said. 

Workers at a makeshift emergency supply base 
began carting water, food, tarps and clothes to 3,000 
people who had fled in the hills. 

A Red Cross spokesman said drinking water was 
the most pressing problem. The water pipes that 
supply the villages were destroyed. 

Samoan government minister Fiana Naomi asked 
about 400 grieving relatives for permission to hold 
a mass funeral next Tuesday. She said the govern- 
ment would provide free coffins. She said other 
bodies had already been buried due to advanced de- 
composition in the tropical conditions. 

“Nothing makes sense at all,” Lalomanu resident 
Ben Taufua said. 

“The beach where all of this happened, all those 
lives were lost, it was paradise on Earth.”In near- 
by Tonga, National Disaster Management Office 
deputy director Alfred Soakai said 90 percent of 
the buildings on the northern island of Niuas were 
washed away, with the local hospital destroyed.

typhoon

MANILA, Philippines — 
Filipinos braced Friday to be 
whipped by powerful winds and 
pelted with rain from a second 
typhoon in eight days, fleeing 
by the tens of thousands from 
low-lying areas and suspending 
cleanup operations in the still- 
flooded capital. 

President Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo declared a nationwide 
“state of calamity” and ordered 
mass evacuations of six provinc- 
es in the path of Typhoon Parma, 
which was expected to hit the 
main island of Luzon midafter- 
noon Saturday. 

Parma threatened to expand 
more than a week of destruction 
in the Asia-Pacific region that has 
claimed more than 1,500 lives so 
far: an earthquake Wednesday in 
Indonesia; a tsunami Tuesday in 
the Samoan islands; and Typhoon 
Ketsana across Southeast Asia. 

Cedric Daep, a top disaster of- 
ficial in the Philippines’ Albay 
province, said officials had evac- 
uated almost 50,000 people to 
shelters on higher ground. Police 
and the military were aiding the 
evacuation as heavy rains fell. 

“Our objective is zero casual- 
ties,’ Daep told newspapers. 

Parts of the capital, Manila, 
were still awash from the worst 
floods in 40 years caused by Ket- 
sana last Saturday. Almost 300 
people were killed and more than 
2 million had swamped homes. 

Parma was forecast to cross 
the main island of Luzon north of 
Manila, packing sustained winds 
of up to 120 mph, gusting up to 
140 mph. That puts Parma close 
to being a “super typhoon.” 

Weather bureau administra- 
tor Frisco Nilo said Friday that a 
high-pressure system near Hong 
Kong had caused Parma to slow 
slightly and might cause it to 
change direction.

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Life for S. Africans 
lacks special effects, 
but not poverty

SOWETO, South Africa 
or Solomon Baloyi, acting as an 
extra in the sci-fi film “District 9” 
wasn’t much of a stretch. 

Baloyi played a security guard 
tasked with evicting aliens from their 
squalid shacks. In real life, he lives in that 
neighborhood. In fact, one of the helicopter 
scenes was shot in the clearing next to his 
makeshift house, in between the mounds 
of trash, scrub and tin shacks that make up 
the Chiawelo area of Soweto. 

“District 9” is now a box office hit and 
images of Chiawelo have been seen by 
moviegoers around the world. The movie’s 
sweeping shots of the grim, grimy areas 
that are cordoned off for the aliens have 
inadvertently drawn attention to South 
Africa’s housing crisis. Fifteen years after 
apartheid, millions of black South Africans 
still live in squatter camps and are growing 
impatient for better living conditions. 

In “District 9,” Chiawelo is depicted as 
a place so dire that it is only fit for alien 
refugees who landed in Johannesburg from 
another planet. But for Baloyi, 47, it is the 
place where he has lived since 1987 when 
he built the tiny home from scraps and 
crumbling bricks. 

“This place has been a nightmare,” Ba- 
loyi said of his neighborhood, not the movie. 
“There has been a lot of violence and also 
even children have been raped. Because of 
poverty, people fight amongst each other.” 

“District 9,” directed by South African 
native Neill Blomkamp, has reached block- 
buster status with its mix of science fic- 
tion and themes drawn from the country’s 
apartheid history, as well as the more re- 
cent xenophobic violence in South Africa’s 
townships. The $30 million film has grossed 
more than $100 million so far.

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Officials 
ban film for 
depiction of 
Nigerians

ABUJA, Nigeria — One of the 
summer’s biggest blockbusters — 
a sci-fi morality tale about aliens 
and apartheid — is not welcome 
in Nigeria because of its portray- 
al of Nigerians as gangsters and 
cannibals, Nigeria’s information 
minister said. 

Information Minister Dora 
Akunyili asked movie houses 
in the capital of Abuja to stop 
screening “District 9” because it 
makes Nigerians look bad. 

“We have directed that they 
should stop public screening of 
the film,” she said. 

Akunyili said she has asked 
Sony for an apology and wants 
them to edit out references to Ni- 
geria and to the name of the main 
Nigerian gangster, Obesandjo, 
whose name closely resembles 
that of former Nigerian President 
Olusegun Obasanjo. 

In one scene, Obesandjo tries 
to cut off and eat the arm of the 
film’s protagonist in an attempt to 
gain his supernatural powers. In 
others, Nigerian prostitutes are 
seen courting alien customers. 

Corlize Luttig, marketing man- 
ager for the South African cin- 
ema chain Ster-Kinekor, which 
represents Sony in South Africa, 
said it had no comment on the re- 
quest by Akunyili. Ster-Kinekor 
does not distribute to Nigeria, 
she said.

WASHINGTON — Poland 
and the Czech Republic are 
being offered roles in the Obama 
administration’s new plan _ to 
defend Europe against Iran’s 
development and deployment of 
ballistic missiles, senior adminis- 
tration officials told Congress on 
Thursday. 

Obama’s decision two weeks ago 
to halt the Bush administration’s 
plan to put 10 missile interceptors 
in Poland and radar in the Czech 
Republic was based on a new in- 
telligence assessment in May that 
said Iran has slowed its develop- 
ment of an intercontinental bal- 
listic missile that could strike the 
United States. Instead, the report 
said, Iran is focused on rapid pro- 
duction of a shorter-range missile 
that could be used to attack Israel 
and other countries in the region. 

On Thursday, the undersec- 
retary of state for arms control 
and international security, Ellen 
Tauscher, told the House Armed 
Services Committee that the new 
plan, which is to use ship-based 
Aegis radars and their related 
Standard missile interceptors, 
would be “a very robust system 
that deals with the current threat 
now and protects NATO allies 
first.” 

Tauscher said the multiple Ira- 
nian missile launches earlier this 
week “visibly demonstrate the na- 
ture of this threat.” 

She added, “We have offered 
the Poles a future piece of the 
SM-3 (Standard missile-3) de- 
ployment” and “we’re working 
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Ellen Tauscher 


on a number of different things” 
for the Czechs. Lt. Gen. Patrick 
O’Reilly, director of the Defense 
Missile Agency, said one possi- 
bility was putting command and 
control facilities in the Czech 
Republic. 

When several Republicans on 
the panel questioned whether the 
U.S. homeland remained vulner- 
able to the possibility that Iran 
could develop an ICBM capable 
of hitting the United States be- 
fore the new 2015 to 2020 esti- 
mate, Gen. James Cartwright, 
vice chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, said that to counter such 
a threat from Iran, the United 
States’ “primary capability still 
resides” in missile defense inter- 
ceptors in Alaska and California.

U.S. pressures N. Korea into talks via banks

WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration’s push to settle a 
tense nuclear standoff with North 
Korea is being spearheaded not 
by soldiers on a battlefield or big- 
name diplomats but by govern- 
ment officials knocking on the 
doors of banks throughout Asia. 

American officials are travel- 
ing around Asia, targeting pri- 
vate banks that might have North 
Korean ties. They hope to block 
money that could be used for mis- 
siles and nuclear bombs and, ulti- 
mately, to drive North Korea back 
to stalled disarmament talks. 

The strategy is simple, accord- 
ing to interviews with past and 
current U.S. officials responsible 
for implementing it. 

The officials tell bankers that 
North Korea uses its accounts to 
hide counterfeiting of U.S. cur- 
rency, to launder money, to smug- 
gle cigarettes and drugs. The 
banks could face potentially dire 
consequences if they were seen as 
helping illicit activities. 

Juan Zarate, a senior counter- 
terror adviser to former Presi- 
dent George W. Bush who helped 
develop the strategy, said in an 
interview that the U.S. effort to 
“harness the financial furies” is 

“making it very uncomfortable 
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for the North Koreans to do busi- 
ness at all beyond their borders.” 

Some, however, question 
whether the strategy is counter- 
productive and could cause North 
Korea to lash out or become more 
entrenched. 


“Financial sanctions used in 
the service of regime change is 
a very, very dangerous weapon, 
which could lead them to military 
retaliation,” said Selig Harrison, 
a North Korea specialist at the 
Center for International Policy.

WASHINGTON — Barack Obama has 
pushed closer than any president in gen- 
erations to creating a basic health care 
safety net for most Americans, yet the fate 
of legislation to deliver on his promise is 
far from certain. 

The most far-reaching overhaul in de- 
cades aims to protect millions who have 
unreliable insurance coverage or none at 
all in the only major industrialized coun- 
try without universal health care. 

A final, formal vote in the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee was expected early this 
week. But Democrats hold a 13-10 ma- 
jority on the panel, and Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, anticipating the out- 
come, already has announced a historic 
Senate debate will begin at mid-month. 

Obama hailed the developments as a 
milestone and said: “We are now closer 
than ever before to finally passing reform 
that will offer security to those who have 
coverage and affordable insurance to 
those who don’t.” 

The bill was written to appeal to Demo- 
cratic moderates at least as much as the 
party’s more numerous liberals, a step 
Sen. Max Baucus, the Finance Commit- 
tee’s Democratic chairman, said was the

only way to amass a 60-vote majority in 
the Senate. 

That is necessary to defeat arcane 
Senate rules that require three-fifths of 
senators to quash stalling tactics that Re- 
publicans are certain to use. 

The bill is the only one of several ver- 
sions in circulation in Congress to have 
the hope of Republican support. Still, Re- 
publicans on the Finance Committee at- 
tacked the bill to the end as riddled with 
tax increases that violate Obama’s cam- 
paign pledges, but they failed to have any 
of them removed. 

The measure, like a companion bill 
under construction in the House, would 
bar insurance companies from denying 
coverage or charging higher premiums 
based on pre-existing medical conditions. 
It also includes federal subsidies to make 
insurance available to millions who lack it, 
and it takes steps to slow the skyrocketing 
growth in health care costs nationwide. 

Supporters said the overhaul’s cost was 
in the range that Obama has set, about 
$900 billion over a decade, and would 
not raise federal deficits. After days 
spent largely turning aside Republican 
demands for changes in the bill, Senate 
Democrats coalesced behind two of their 
own that could alter the legislation in sig- 
nificant ways. 
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One would allow states to negotiate with 
insurers to arrange coverage for people 
with incomes slightly higher than the cut- 
off for Medicaid, the government health 
care program for the poor. 

The second, which passed on a 22-1 vote, 
would exempt millions of people from a 
requirement in the bill that people must 
buy insurance and to reduce penalties on 
millions more who defy the mandate. 

Originally, the bill required individuals 
and families to buy coverage as long as it 
cost no more than 10 percent of their in- 
comes. Under the change, that would be 
lowered to 8 percent. 

Republicans are almost unified in op- 
position. Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell warned Friday that the latest 
version, completed about 2 a.m. Friday by 
the Senate Finance Committee but not yet 
formally ratified by the panel, would have 
“a dampening effect on what is already 
clearly a very, very difficult economic 
situation.” 

McConnell argued that the bill would 
cut benefits for elderly Americans and 
raise taxes on individuals and businesses, 
which he said a nation reeling from re- 
cession and widespread job losses can ill 
afford.

NEW YORK — A CBS News employee 
pleaded not guilty Friday to trying to black- 
mail David Letterman for $2 million in a 
plot that spurred the TV host to acknowl- 
edge sexual relationships with women who 
worked on his show. 

Robert J. “Joe” Halderman, a producer 
for the true-crime show “48 Hours,” en- 
tered the plea in a Manhattan court as he 
was arraigned on one count of attempted 
first-degree grand larceny, punishable by 
five to 15 years upon conviction. Bail was 
set at $200,000. 

Assistant District Attorney Judy Salwen 
told the judge Halderman was in debt, but 
did not elaborate. “The evidence is com- 
pelling,” she said. “It shows the defendant 
is desperate, and he is capable of doing 
anything.” 

His lawyer, Gerald Shargel, said Hal- 
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derman worked at 
CBS for 27 years and 
had no prior criminal 
record. 

Prosecutors say 
Halderman demanded 
$2 million last month 
in exchange for not 
releasing information 
that would ruin Let- 
terman’s reputation. 
Letterman told his 
viewers Thursday that 
the threat concerned 
sexual liaisons with female staffers. 

The district attorney’s office said Hal- 
derman left a letter and other material for 
Letterman early Sept. 9. He wrote that he 
needed “to make a large chunk of money” 
by selling Letterman a screenplay. 

The supposed materials said Letter- 
man’s world would “collapse around him” 
when information about his private life was

disclosed, leading to “a ruined reputation” 
and damaging his professional and family 
life, prosecutors said. 

Letterman immediately contacted his 
lawyer, who arranged a meeting with 
Halderman. At the meeting, Halderman 
demanded $2 million to keep the material 
secret, the district attorney’s office said. 

After the meeting, Letterman and his 
lawyer contacted the DA’s office, and the 
investigation began. 

In an extraordinary monologue before 
millions of viewers, the late-night host 
admitted that he had sexual relation- 
ships with female employees. Letterman 
said that “this whole thing has been quite 
scary,” but he mixed in jokes while outlin- 
ing what had happened to him. 

Three weeks ago, Letterman said, he got 
in his car early in the morning and found 
a package with the letter saying, “I know 
that you do some terrible, terrible things 
and that I can prove that you do some ter- 
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rible things.” He acknowledged the letter 
contained proof. 

A law enforcement official told The As- 
sociated Press that the district attorney’s 
office set up the undercover sting opera- 
tion at the Jumeirah Essex House hotel in 
Manhattan. 

Detectives were in an adjoining room 
with recording equipment and surveillance 
as Letterman’s attorney met with Halder- 
man and discussed terms of the extortion, 
the official said. 

There were two subsequent meetings, 
with the man given a phony $2 million 
check at the last one. Letterman joked on his 
show it was like the giant ceremonial check 
given to winners of golf tournaments. 

He told the audience that he had to tes- 
tify before a grand jury on Thursday. 

“T was worried for myself. I was worried 
for my family,” he said. “I felt menaced by 
this, and I had to tell them all of the creepy 
things that I had done.” 


Smart testifies abductor raped her daily

SALT LAKE CITY — At 
knifepoint, Elizabeth Smart was 
abducted from her girlhood bed- 
room, she said, then led to a se- 
cluded mountain campsite where 
a self-proclaimed prophet made 
her his 14-year-old polygamous 
“wife” in a quickie ceremony. 

“After that he proceeded to 
rape me,” Smart, now 21, said in 
her first public accounting. 

Brian David Mitchell, 55, a one- 
time street preacher, is accused 
of holding Smart captive for nine 
months. He has been behind bars 
since 2003 — mostly in a state 
mental hospital — but has yet to 
stand trial. 

At acourt proceeding Thursday 
over Mitchell’s mental competen- 
cy, Smart gave the horrifying ac- 
count of her 2002 abduction. 

She testified that her captor 
raped her three or four times a 
day and threatened to kill her if 
she yelled or tried to escape. 

Asked by a prosecutor to de- 
scribe Mitchell, Smart replied, 
“Evil, wicked, manipulative, 
stinky, slimy, greedy, selfish, not 
spiritual, not religious, not close 
to God.” 

Smart was rescued in March 
2003 after a motorist spotted her 
walking the streets of a Salt Lake

City suburb with Mitchell and his 
wife, Wanda Eileen Barzee. 

Twice Mitchell has been ruled 
mentally incompetent in state 
court, and he has often demon- 
strated bizarre behavior, includ- 
ing incessantly singing hymns in 
the courtroom and once yelling at 
a judge to repent.

Mitchell’s competency. Mitchell’s 
competency hearing is not set to 
begin until Nov. 30, but Smart tes- 
tified early because she is going 
on a religious mission for the 
Mormon church in Paris. 

In the days immediately follow- 
ing the 2002 kidnapping, Mitchell 
held Smart captive with the help 
of a 10-foot cable bolted to her leg, 
she said. 

“He told me he was a prophet,”

Smart said under cross-examina- 
tion. “He said he was the voice of 
God on Earth and that he would 
reign over God’s children until 
Jesus came.” 

But she also said his religious 
revelations seemed to come only 
when he wanted something, or 
when he was trying to calm his 
wife. Smart said she believed 
Mitchell always knew that he 
could be punished for her kid- 
napping and understood how the 
court system worked. 

She said he gave her an alias 
and told her what to say to police 
if they were ever questioned. He 
also bragged about skirting pre- 
vious accusations of sexual abuse 
and fooling others, Smart said. 

Never in nine months did 
Mitchell appear confused or out 
of control, Smart testified. 

Smart had wanted to face her 
alleged tormentor Thursday, said 
her father, Ed Smart, but Mitchell 
was removed from the courtroom 
for disruptive behavior before 
Smart arrived. 

“She asked if he could be muz- 
zled and sit and watch,” Ed Smart 
said. 

Mitchell is charged in state 
court with kidnapping and sexual 
assault. Last year, he was indicted 
on federal charges of kidnapping 
and transporting a minor across 
state lines.

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Fossil sheds new 
light on evolution 








Earliest known hominid discovered

WASHINGTON — The story of 
humankind is reaching back an- 
other million years as scientists 
learn more about “Ardi,” a homi- 
nid who lived 4.4 million years 
ago in what is now Ethiopia. 

The 110-pound, 4-foot female 
roamed forests a million years 
before the famous Lucy, long 
studied as the earliest skeleton of 
a human ancestor. 

This older skeleton reverses the 
common wisdom of human evolu- 
tion, said anthropologist C. Owen 
Lovejoy of Kent State University. 

Rather than humans evolving 
from an ancient chimplike crea- 
ture, the new find provides evi- 
dence that chimps and humans 
evolved from some long-ago com- 
mon ancestor — but each evolved 
and changed separately along the 
way. 

“This is not that common an- 
cestor, but it’s the closest we 
have ever been able to come,” 
said Tim White, director of the 
Human Evolution Research Cen- 
ter at the University of California, 
Berkeley.

modern humans and living apes 
probably shared an ancestor 6 
million to 7 million years ago, 
White said. 

But Ardi has many traits that 
do not appear in modern-day 
African apes, leading to the con- 
clusion that the apes evolved ex- 
tensively since we shared that 
last common ancestor. 

A study of Ardi, under way since 
the first bones were discovered in 
1994, indicates the species lived 
in the woodlands and could climb 
on all fours along tree branches, 
but the development of their arms 
and legs indicates they didn’t 
spend much time in the trees. 
They could walk upright, on two 
legs, when on the ground. 

Formally dubbed Ardipithecus 
ramidus — which means root of 
the ground ape — the find is de- 
tailed in 11 research papers pub- 
lished Thursday by the journal 
Science. 

“This is one of the most im- 
portant discoveries for the study 
of human evolution,” said David 
Pilbeam, curator of paleoanthro- 
pology at Harvard’s Peabody 
Museum of Archaeology and

Crowd-control noise device raises concerns

PITTSBURGH — Police or- 
dered protesters to disperse at 
the Group of 20 summit on Sept. 
24 with a device that can beam 
earsplitting alarm tones and ver- 
bal instructions that the manu- 
facturer likens to a “spotlight 
of sound,” but that legal groups 
called potentially dangerous. 

The device, called a Long 
Range Acoustic Device, concen- 
trates voice commands and a car 
alarmlike sound in a 30- or 60- 
degree cone that can be heard 
nearly two miles away. The vol- 
ume measures 140-150 decibels 
three feet away — louder than a 
jet engine — but dissipates with 
distance. 

Robert Putnam, spokesman 
for the manufacturer, San Diego- 
based American Technology 
Corp., said it’s “like a big spot- 
light of sound that you can shine 
on people.” 

“Tt’s not a sonic cannon. It’s not 
the death ray or anything like 
that,’ Putnam said. “It’s about 
long-range communications 
being heard intelligibly.” 

During the Pittsburgh pro- 
tests, police used the device to 
order demonstrators to disperse 
and to play a high-pitched “de-

So when Winfrey heard pro- 
ducer and director Lee Daniels 
had adapted Sapphire’s book into 
the acclaimed movie “Precious,” 
with an all-star cast including 
Mo’Nique, Mariah Carey, Lenny 
Kravitz and others, she was so 
impressed that she decided to 
lend her coveted endorsement 
to the film by signing on as its 
executive producer, along with 
hit filmmaker Tyler Perry. 

“That is why we are both here, 
to applaud the brilliance of Lee 
because I can’t imagine what 
kind of brain thinks that they can 
bring that to life,” she said. “Who 
thinks you can take that book 
and turn it into a movie?”

Kah-Orukotan remained uncon- 
scious at Cleveland Clinic, where 
her family gathered, agonizing 
over whether to keep her on life 
support, the family’s attorney 
said. 


Midshipman pleads 
guilty to drug charge 


CA SAN DIEGO — The U.S. 


Navy says a midshipman 
has pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
import and distribute more than 
150 pounds of marijuana. 

U.S. Naval Academy student 
Juan D. Alonso was sentenced to 
nine years and 10 months in a mili- 
tary prison. 

The Navy also says the 24-year- 
old pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
commit burglary and armed rob- 
bery and weapons charges. 

Officials say Alonso was de- 
tained in June by U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection after trying 
to smuggle marijuana in a rented 
car at the San Ysidro port of entry 
near San Diego. 


Smithsonian offers 
buyouts to 6,000 


DC WASHINGTON — The 


Smithsonian Institution 
is offering all of its employees a 
voluntary buyout plan to reduce its 
work force, meet its tightened bud- 
get goals and restructure the orga- 
nization to match the principles of 
its new strategic plan. 

The buyout offer was announced 
in an internal e-mail to the Smith- 
sonian’s 6,000 workers, who are 
either federal employees or trust 
fund personnel, the latter of whom 
are paid through the Smithsonian’s 
unrestricted nongovernmental 
accounts. 

The plan also includes employ- 
ees at the Smithsonian Tropical 
Research Institute. 

About 4,000 of the Smithsonian’s 
employees are federal workers; the 
rest are trust fund employees. 


Call centers employ 
kids as young as 13 


U SALT LAKE CITY — 

Children as young as 13 
were manning phone banks for 
a company that does market re- 
search and political surveys from 
call centers in seven states, federal 
investigators said. 

Children that young can’t legally 
be employed except on farms. 

The U.S. Department of Labor 
fined Orem, Utah-based Western 
Wats for hiring three 13-year-olds, 
and for working an additional 1,479 
children more than three hours on 
a school day or more than eight 
hours on a weekend day, among 
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other violations. Those children 


were all 14 or 15 years old. 

The $550,000 penalty was 
among the highest of its kind ever 
assessed against a U.S. company, 
officials said. 


Federal agency to remap 
manatee habitat 


|F MIAMI — It has been 
more than 30 years since 
federal wildlife managers formally 
mapped the places where endan- 
gered manatee live in Florida. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice announced it would consider 
reassessing critical habitat for the 
manatee, a process that could fill 
some gaping holes. 

Among the places left out of 
an original designation, done in 
1976: natural springs, water basins 
around power plants that serve as 
winter havens for sea cows and two 
entire counties in a major mana- 
tee corridor, St. Lucie and Indian 
River. Boat strikes killed 11 mana- 
tees in Indian River and six in St. 
Lucie last year. 

Chuck Underwood, a spokesman 
for the service, said the decision is 
mostly about updating science and 
would not affect coastal develop- 
ment or public access.

two hours on the Laredo area. 

The San Antonio Express-News 
reported that police officers and 
public works officials waded 
through chest-deep water to carry 
about 90 preschool-aged children 
from a day care. The children 
were not injured and the preschool 
was not flooded. 

Laredo Fire Department spokes- 
man Eloy Vega told The Associ- 
ated Press that the thunderstorm 
prompted flooding at 12 intersec- 
tions, resulting in the motorists’ 
rescues by Laredo fire crews. 

He had no reports of any casual- 
ties or damage. 


Employment agency in 
hot seat over practices 


al ST. PAUL — The 


Minnesota attorney 
general’s office is accusing an em- 
ployment agency of not living up to 
its promise to find jobs for unem- 
ployed Minnesota residents. 

Minnesota Attorney General 
Lori Swanson filed a_ lawsuit 
against The Arthur Group and its 
owner and chief executive, Barry 
Trimble. 

The lawsuit says the company 
violated consumer fraud and de- 
ceptive trade practice laws. 

It says the company lured job 
seekers and had clients pay up to 
$4,500 in fees, often without pro- 
ducing a job interview or lead. 

The lawsuit also says the compa- 
ny posted ads for jobs online, then 
told interviewers at the time of ap- 
pointment that the posted job was 
no longer available. 


Judge grants probation 
for 18 in bird fighting 


CT DERBY — A U.S. judge 


has granted probation to 
18 of 19 men arrested in connec- 
tion with a bird-fighting operation. 

Derby Superior Court Judge 
Burton Kaplan granted the men ac- 
celerated rehabilitation, meaning 
charges of cruelty to animals and 
illegal gambling will be dropped 
if they stay out of trouble during 
a one-year probation period, the 
Connecticut Post reported. 

Authorities arrested The Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts and New 
Jersey residents, who are all na- 
tives of Brazil, after a July 26 raid 
at a home in Shelton. About 150 
birds were seized, mostly saffron 
finches and canaries. 

The owner of the home, 42-year- 
old Jurames Goulart, didn’t apply 
for accelerated rehabilitation. 

He is due in court. 

The birds are now at several 
animal sanctuaries.

The state’s 
oyster season generally runs from 
October through April. 


Man agrees to forfeit 
rescued animals 


HOUSTON — A man who 

owned more than 1,000 
recently seized birds, gerbils and 
other animals has agreed to forfeit 
all but two of them to the Houston 
Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals. 

Joselito Rivera Boado, 34, also 
agreed to vacate his northwest 
Houston house in 30 days and for- 
feit his house to the county. That’s 
in order to help satisfy $213,458 in 
medical and boarding costs for the 
animals that were seized by ani- 
mal rescue personnel. 

Assistant county attorney Linda 
Geffin says between 100 to 200 of 
the animals have died. 

The SPCA has said the owners 
indicated they planned to sell the 
animals at flea markets. 


Woman convicted in 
father’s mutilation death 


NEW YORK — A woman 

has been convicted of 
killing her father and mutilating 
his body in her New York City 
apartment. 

Queens District Attorney Rich- 
ard Brown said Brigitte Harris, 
28, was convicted of manslaugh- 
ter and criminal possession of a 
weapon in the 2007 slaying of Eric 
Goodridge, 55. 

Prosecutors say Harris hand- 
cuffed and gagged her father, duct- 
taped a towel around his head and 
strangled him. They say she cut off 
his penis after he died. 

Harris’ sister has claimed their 
father molested them when they 
were children. 


Dad gets probation 
in shock collar case 


O SALEM — A northwest- 

ern Oregon man who 
used a shock collar for dogs on 
his young children has been sen- 
tenced to three years of supervised 
probation. 

Court documents say Todd Mar- 
cum of Salem is prohibited from 
having contact with children with- 
out approval of the state Depart- 
ment of Human Services and his 
parole officer. He also is barred 
from using corporal punishment 
and participating in physical play 
with children. 

Investigators say Marcum used 
the electronic collar to shock his 
four children — ages 3 to 9 — be- 
cause he thought it was funny. 

He was sentenced after plead- 
ing guilty to four counts of crimi- 
nal mistreatment. The children 
have been in the custody of their 
mother. 
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Marcum told KPTV he has 
started counseling and that “noth- 
ing like this will ever happen 
again.” 


Turns out boaters were 
not missing after all 


F LAKE WORTH — Coast 

Guard officials in South 
Florida say three boaters report- 
ed missing on a trip from Lake 
Worth to the Bahamas have been 
located. 

Authorities said the crew aboard 
the Flying Pig heard a marine 
broadcast that asked other boat- 
ers to be on the lookout for their 
vessel. The crew radioed officials 
and said they were anchored near 
Abaco Island, Bahama. 

A friend of the boat’s owner 
called emergency officials when 
he stopped receiving satellite loca- 
tion messages from the Flying Pig. 
The vessel’s last message placed 
the Flying Pig about 20 miles 
north of Grand Bahama Island. 


Couples tell of ripoffs 
by adoption lawyer 


MINEOLA — Five cou- 

ples from New York and 
Texas have told a prosecutor they 
were ripped off by a Long Island 
adoption lawyer. 

Nassau County District Attor- 
ney Kathleen Rice says the arrest 
of Kevin Cohen in a Port Washing- 
ton, N.Y., case prompted other al- 
leged victims to come forward. 

Rice says Cohen may have run 
an “adoption Ponzi scheme” — de- 
frauding clients out of fees for ba- 
bies who didn’t exist. 

Cohen has pleaded not guilty 
to grand larceny, scheme to de- 
fraud and possession of a forged 
instrument. 


Gate falls off river 
lock, slows ship traffic 


WARSAW — Army Corps 

of Engineers officials say 
a gate failure at the Markland 
Locks and Dam is slowing Ohio 
River traffic. 

Corps spokesman Todd Horn- 
back said a 250-ton gate segment 
fell into the water. The failure 
forced the shutdown of the locks 
that span the river between Ken- 
tucky and Indiana until a smaller 
auxiliary lock could be opened 
later that night. Hornback said 
federal funding was recently ap- 
proved to replace the gates, but 
installation wasn’t planned until 
2011. 


Teacher breaks up fight 
with pepper spray 


FORT WORTH — A Fort 
Worth charter school 
teacher used pepper spray to break 
up a fight between two students in 
which no injuries were reported.

ow lousy has Roman Polanski’s 

life been? His mother died at Aus- 

chwitz; his pregnant wife was mur- 
dered by the Manson family; and in 1978, 
after pleading guilty to unlawful inter- 
course and serving an evaluation period in 
the Chino state prison, he says he learned 
that a judge who had led him to believe that 
he would serve no more jail time actually 
was considering a long sentence, followed 
by deportation. On the eve of his sentenc- 
ing, the acclaimed director of “Rosemary’s 
Baby” and “Chinatown” fled the U.S. and 
never returned. 


OK, that’s pretty lousy. But lousy 
enough? 
Polanski exiled himself to France, 


where his citizenship protects him from 
U.S. extradition. When he was arrested in 
Switzerland en route to the Zurich Film 
Festival, by request of a suddenly ener- 
gized Los Angeles justice system, officials 
in France appeared to chalk up the incident 
to a uniquely American combination of Pu- 
ritanism and punitiveness. French Foreign 
Minister Bernard Kouchner called the 
arrest “a bit sinister.” And Frederic Mit- 
terrand, the French culture minister, said 
he was “dumbfounded” by the arrest and 
“strongly regrets that a new ordeal is being 
inflicted on someone who has already ex- 
perienced so many of them.” 

Also in play is a certain fetishization of 
artists and artistry — the kind that lends 
itself to the notion that when a regular 
person commits a crime, it’s a crime, but 
when an artist commits a crime, it’s an 
act of understandable passion (think Nor- 
man Mailer stabbing his wife or Caravag- 
gio fleeing after killing a man in a brawl). 
Debra Winger, jury president of the 2009 
Zurich Film Festival, called Polanski’s 
case “all but dead” and said “despite the 
philistine nature of the collusion that has 
now occurred, we came to honor Roman 
Polanski as a great artist.” For his part, 
Kouchner, after the “sinister” remark, 
added: “A man of such talent, recognized 
in the entire world, recognized especially 
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in the country that arrested him — all this 
just isn’t nice.” 

Non, ce nest pas gentil, but, to put it 
mildly, neither is illegal sex with a 13-year- 
old, who testified before a grand jury that 
Polanski plied her with champagne and 
part of a Quaalude before sodomizing her 
over her protests. 

Sure, Polanski may be a great artist. He 
appears to have been living a quiet, non- 
criminal family life in France all these 
years (he’s married to actress Emmanuelle 
Seigner and has two children), and there 
may be some truth to the theory that he fled 
his sentencing in the U.S. partly because of 
residual trauma from the Holocaust. 

And yes, Polanski’s victim, Samantha 
Geimer (formerly Gailey) has publicly said 
he should serve no more time (after set- 
tling her civil suit against him for an un- 
known sum) and even joined his attorneys 
in requesting the dismissal of the case. She 
wrote an Op-Ed article when Polanski re- 
ceived an Oscar nomination for best direc- 
tor in 2003 (for “The Pianist”; he won in 
absentia) saying “his film should be hon- 
ored according to the quality of the work. 
What he does for a living and how good he 
is at it have nothing to do with me or what 
he did to me.” 

But are personal ordeals tantamount to 
prison time? Does artistic greatness ex- 
plain away criminal behavior? Is justice 
served if the victim is willing to let the 
whole thing drop? 

Part of what makes the Polanski case fas- 
cinating — as well as repugnant — is that 
it’s infused with these sorts of existential 
questions about what evens the scales. The 
family of a murder victim might ask, isn’t a 
lifetime of coping with the brutal killing of 
your pregnant wife penance enough? A cer- 
tain breed of American might ask, doesn’t 
being forced to live in France constitute 
punishment? Geimer has asked, isn’t Po- 
lanski’s inability to work in Hollywood suf- 
ficient punishment? (Hmm, try that on all 
the struggling directors out there who’ve 
never raped anyone but also cannot work 
in Hollywood.) 

No one has suggested Polanski is in- 
nocent, but the notion that he paid for his 
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crime, perhaps even before he committed 
it, somehow sways opinion. (It is this argu- 
ment, not the possible misconduct of the 
judge and the prosecutor in the case, that 
motivates Polanski’s loudest defenders.) 
Yet as emotionally compelling as his tra- 
vails may be, they’re simply not relevant 
from a legal standpoint. Just as our justice 
system is not designed around victims de- 
termining the appropriate punishments 
for the victimizers — otherwise, Geimer 
would have set him free years ago — it 
does not substitute a hard time in life for 
hard time in jail. 

No matter what happens in the extradi- 
tion case, the compassionate exile the U.S. 
effectively granted Polanski by not pursu- 
ing him more forcefully merits review. As 
for the great man himself, it’s worth not- 
ing that his arrest came just before Yom 
Kippur, the Jewish Day of Atonement. It’s 
hard not to see some justice in that. And 
— please — there is one sin at least that Po- 
lanski should be atoning for on American 
soil.

Health care ‘the greater good’ 
Chicago Sun-Times 

Let’s start with an immediate impression 
about what happened at the Massachusetts 
State House last month. 

The word hypocrisy comes to mind. 

Five years ago, Massachusetts legisla- 
tors stripped from the governor the power 
to fill a U.S. Senate vacancy, opting instead 
for a special election. The Democratic 
Legislature did so just in case fellow Dem- 
ocratic Sen. John Kerry became president. 
They worried that Gov. Mitt Romney, a 
Republican, would replace Kerry with a 
Republican. But now that a Democrat is 
governor, the Legislature has rewritten 
the law, granting the governor a new power 
— to appoint an interim senator until a spe- 
cial election is held. ... 

On Sept. 24, Massachusetts Gov. Deval 
Patrick named Paul Kirk Jr., a former aide 
to Sen. Ted Kennedy, to fill the late sena- 
tor’s seat until a January special election. 

This time, the Legislature acted to en- 
sure there are 60 Democrats in the U.S. 
Senate, which the Democrats had until 
Kennedy died in August. That magic num- 
ber could be the difference between suc- 
cess and failure on health care reform, a 
passion that defined Kennedy’s career. ... 

What we have here are two cherished 
principles in conflict. The first is the be- 
lief that the people, not a governor, should 
choose their senator. ... The second is the 
belief that no American should be without 
affordable health care. Forced to choose 
between these two convictions, we think 
reforming our health system is the greater 
good. The moment is now, perhaps not to 
return for decades, if ever. 


Is rule only for Reid’s benefit? 
Spartanburg (S.C.) Herald Journal 

Health care reform is likely to be ex- 
pensive, both for the federal government 
and the states, but not so much for Nevada, 
thanks to Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid. The leader of the Democrats in the 
Senate has gotten a special rule inserted 
into the primary health care reform bill 
that would provide extra money to his state 
to offset the additional costs of the mea- 
SUre. ... 

As Senate majority leader, Reid should 
be focused on creating the best health care 
reform measure for the entire nation, one 
that works in every state, not just Nevada 
and a few others. But that’s not his moti- 
vation. He faces a tough re-election fight 
and will do whatever is necessary to win. 
.. Doing the right thing for the country 
won’t win him another term. Getting more 
money for Nevada will. 

The situation also should remind Ameri- 
cans we don’t have the money to afford 
massive expansions in government entitle- 
ments. States don’t have the money to pay 
for this expanded coverage. The federal 
government will pay for it by borrowing 
more, counting on you to someday pay it 
back with interest. 

That national debt is growing faster than 
a malignant tumor on the nation’s economy 
and social welfare. It is likely to be a big- 
ger problem than rising health care costs, 
affecting this nation’s prosperity and inde- 
pendence for decades. 


Refine goals on Afghanistan 
The Philadelphia Inquirer 
Why would the administration appear to 
be backing away from policies it seemed so 
sure of in March, when President Barack 
Obama said the Taliban and al-Qaida must 
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be defeated so that Afghanistan never 
again becomes a base for terrorists who at- 
tacked our country? 

Well, for one thing, Afghanistan’s recent 
presidential election has been discredited 
by rampant allegations of fraud. Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai’s government was al- 
ready known for corruption. Now, Karzai 
has made it even more difficult for the 
United States to hail him as an emblem of 
democracy. 

Karzai aside, a number of experts are 
reassessing not just the strategy but the 
U.S. goal in Afghanistan. Some of the de- 
bate has been in the Council on Foreign 
Relations periodical “Foreign Affairs.” In 
one article, Ohio State University politi- 
cal scientist John Mueller points out that 
al-Qaida doesn’t need a secure base for its 
terrorist operations. He also notes that the 
operational base for the Sept. 11 attacks 
was Hamburg, Germany. ... 

Steven Simon, a CFR senior fellow for 
Middle Eastern studies, wondered whether 
the moment has been missed to successful- 
ly finish the large-scale mission that Presi- 
dent George W. Bush began. He posits that 
achieving the goal in Afghanistan might be 
better accomplished with the current pro- 
gram to kill al-Qaida’s leadership through 
drone attacks. Of course, that puts more 
civilians at risk. ... 

It seems that the president just wants 
to get it right, especially as tensions with 
Iran grow. With the lives of so many U.S. 
soldiers at stake, he must not be wedded to 
a Strategy if it won’t make America safer or 
Afghanistan stronger. 


Obama set right tone at U.N. 
(Rochester, N.Y.) 
Democrat and Chronicle 

It was a whirlwind week for President 
Barack Obama at the United Nations. 

There is much to like about how he tried 
to reposition this country in the world. Now 
it will be up to him and his administra- 
tion, particularly Secretary of State Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton, to turn words into 
action. 

In his address to the U.N. General As- 
sembly, Obama made it clear that his 
administration, in many ways, is_ tak- 
ing a different tack than his predecessor. 
Obama was remarkably frank about want- 
ing to repair the “skepticism and distrust” 
that grew internationally while George W. 
Bush ran the country. It was refreshing 
to see and hear the warm response that 
greeted his remarks, given that Bush often 
got a cooler reception. 

Obama argued that solving global crises 
“cannot be solely America’s endeavor.” ... 
He inclusively used the word “us” as part 
of his call to action. “Now is the time for all 
of us to take our share of responsibility for 
a global response to global challenges.” 


Of course, the issue of nuclear arms 
in the hands of Iran and North Korea re- 
mains troubling. Obama, addressing the 
U.N. Security Council heads of state, was 
successful in getting a resolution passed 
that includes tighter controls on nuclear 
materials and encourages enforcement of 
U.N. resolutions and treaties. Even Rus- 
sian President Dmitry Medvedev indi- 
cated that he would be open to sanctions 
against Iran. 


Poll showed Facebook’s flaws 
Los Angeles Times 

Not content with more conventional 
ways of expressing disapproval, an uniden- 
tified Facebook user recently posted a poll 
asking whether President Barack Obama 
should be assassinated. The poll was out- 
rageous, and Facebook forced its removal 
even before the Secret Service called. ... 

The inflammatory poll, created last 
weekend with an application available to 
any Facebook user, offered four possible 
answers to the question “Should Obama be 
killed?”: yes, maybe, “if he cuts my health- 
care” and no. Originally published on the 
application developer’s Facebook page, it 
spread as voters notified their networks 
of friends about it. Users also could com- 
plain about the poll through links provided 
by Facebook and the developer, a start- 
up called Advanced Alien Technology. A 
Facebook spokesman said the company 
received the first objection early Monday, 
and the poll came down shortly thereafter. 

The poll is especially disturbing in light 
of the sharp increase in reported threats to 
the president’s life. A new book estimates 
that Obama receives 30 a day, a 400 per- 
cent increase over President George W. 
Bush. Heated rhetoric is a staple of politi- 
cal discourse, but death threats — whether 
real or insinuated — are not. ... [I]t’s appro- 
priate for Facebook to give users the tools 
to police themselves. It’s also incumbent 
on the company to make sure application 
developers do the same, and Facebook ap- 
pears to have done that. 

At the same time, however, Facebook 
gives developers the ability to collect a 
stunning amount of information about the 
people who use their applications. ... Face- 
book should do a better job of teaching 
users how to guard their privacy against 
the risks posed even by seemingly innocu- 
ous applications. 


Polanski story changes scenes 
The Dallas Morning News 

Fugitive film director Roman Polanski 
learned last weekend that you can’t out- 
run the long arm of the law. Swiss police 
nabbed the confessed sex criminal as he 
arrived in Zurich to accept a film festival 
award. Now Polanski, 76, faces extradition 
to Los Angeles County, where prosecutors 
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have waited more than 30 years for the 
rapist to show up for sentencing. 

Polanski, who has been gallivanting 
around Europe scot-free since fleeing sen- 
tencing on his 1978 sex conviction, never 
saw it coming, but he certainly had it com- 
ing. Anyone who feels sorry for Polanski 
— having to live in exile all these years 
and now facing the prospect of extradi- 
tion and a prison term in the United States 
— should understand what Polanski did to 
land in this mess. He drugged, raped and 
sodomized a frightened 13-year-old girl. 

Polanski eventually pleaded guilty to 
having had unlawful sex with a minor but 
skipped the country before his sentenc- 
ing. Since then, he has lived primarily in 
France. Not long ago, his victim, now mar- 
ried with children, reached a civil settle- 
ment with Polanski and publicly forgave 
him. But that doesn’t settle Polanski’s debt 
with the law. ... 

The cultural elite in Hollywood and Eu- 
rope are screaming bloody murder over the 
arrest. ... Somehow, one doubts they would 
have reached this conclusion were Polanski 
a cleric and his victim an altar boy. 


Gambling revenue has limits 
The (Lakeland, Fla.) Ledger 

Gov. Charlie Crist wants a special ses- 
sion to get the Legislature to ratify a new 
gambling deal with the Seminole Tribe. 
Under the terms of the proposed compact, 
the state would get a nice cut of the tribe’s 
action; an estimated $6.8 billion over the 
next 20 years. 

But Senate President Jeff Atwater is re- 
luctant to rush into a special session. He 
asks, in effect, “what’s the hurry?” 

The answer to that question may lie in a 
recent New York Times article suggesting 
that states may be reaching a “saturation 
point” in their attempts to collect gambling 
revenues in lieu of taxes. 

“Casinos and lotteries in most states are 
reporting a downturn in revenue for the 
first time, resulting in a drop in the money 
collected by state and local governments.” 
the Times reported. 

The Times quoted Lucy Dadayan, senior 
analyst with the Nelson A. Rockefeller In- 
stitute of Government thusly: “The data 
shows that states take a real chance de- 
pending on gambling because this revenue 
is not likely to keep pace with growing bud- 
getary needs. In the absence of new types 
of gambling, it can become a zero-sum gain 
as states compete for the same pot.” 

Hence Crist’s rush. Florida may already 
be nearing a saturation point. Recently, the 
Florida Lottery introduced vending ma- 
chines in an attempt to keep milking a cow 
that may already be running dry. ... 

Gambling is ultimately a sucker’s bet. 
The problem is, there may not be enough 
suckers to go around. 
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Since the end of World War II, the world has depended on the U.S. 
for stability. But with American military and economic dominance 
waning, capitalism itself and global security are threatened.

he international order that 
emerged after World War 
II has rightly been termed 
the Pax Americana; it’s a Wash- 
ington-led arrangement that has 
maintained political stability and 
promoted an open global eco- 
nomic system. Today, however, 
the Pax Americana is withering, 
thanks to what the National Intel- 
ligence Council in a recent report 
described as a “global shift in rel- 
ative wealth and economic power 
without precedent in modern his- 
tory” — a shift that has acceler- 
ated enormously as a result of the 
economic crisis of 2007-2009. 

At the heart of this geopoliti- 
cal sea change is China’s robust 
economic growth. Not because 
Bejing will necessarily threaten 
American interests but because a 
newly powerful China by neces- 
sity means a relative decline in 
American power, the very foun- 
dation of the postwar interna- 
tional order. These developments 
remind us that changes in the 
global balance of power can be 
sudden and discontinuous rather 
than gradual and evolutionary. 

The Great Recession isn’t the 
cause of Washington’s ebbing rel- 
ative power. But it has quickened 
trends that already had been eat- 
ing away at the edifice of U.S. 
economic supremacy. Looking 
ahead, the health of the U.S. econ- 
omy is threatened by a gathering 
fiscal storm: exploding federal 
deficits that could ignite runaway 
inflation and undermine the dol- 
lar. To avoid these perils, the U.S. 
will face wrenching choices. 
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The Obama _ administration 
and the Federal Reserve have ad- 
opted policies that have dramati- 
cally increased both the supply 
of dollars circulating in the U.S. 
economy and the federal budget 
deficit, which both the Brookings 
Institution and the Congressional 
Budget Office estimate will ex- 
ceed $1 trillion every year for at 
least the next decade. In the short 
run, these policies were no doubt 
necessary; nevertheless, in the 
long term, they will almost cer- 
tainly boomerang. Add that to the 
persistent U.S. current account 
deficit, the enormous unfunded 
liabilities for entitlement pro- 
grams and the cost of two ongoing 
wars, and you can see that Amer- 
ica’s long-term fiscal stability 
is in jeopardy. As the CBO says: 
“Even if the recovery occurs as 
projected and stimulus bill is al- 
lowed to expire, the country will 
face the highest debt/GDP ratio 
in 50 years and an increasingly 
unsustainable and urgent fis- 
cal problem.” This spells trouble 
ahead for the dollar. 

The financial privileges con- 
ferred on the U.S. by the dollar’s 
unchallenged reserve currency 
status — its role as the primary 
form of payment for international 
trade and financial transactions 
— have underpinned the pre-em- 
inent geopolitical role of the Unit- 
ed States in international politics 
since the end of World War IT. But 
already the shadow of the com- 
ing fiscal crisis has prompted its 
main creditors, China and Japan, 
to worry that in coming years the 
dollar will depreciate in value. 
China has been increasingly vocal 
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Chinese soldiers march during a military parade Thursday in 

Beijing to mark 60 years of communist rule. As America’s decline 
results in the retraction of the U.S. military role in key regions, 
rivalries among emerging powers are bound to heat up. Already, 
China and India are competing for influence in Central and Southeast 
Asia, the Middle East and the Indian Ocean. 


in calling for the dollar’s replace- 
ment by a new reserve currency. 
And Yukio Hatoyama, Japan’s 
new prime minister, favors Asian 
economic integration and a single 
Asian currency as substitutes for 
eroding U.S. financial and eco- 
nomic power. 

Going forward, to defend the 
dollar, Washington will need to 
control inflation through some 
combination of budget cuts, tax 
increases and interest rate hikes. 
Given that the last two options 
would choke off renewed growth, 
the least unpalatable choice is to 
reduce federal spending. This 
will mean radically scaling back 
defense expenditures, because 
discretionary nondefense spend- 
ing accounts for only about 20 
percent of annual federal outlays. 
This in turn will mean a radical 
diminution of America’s overseas 
military commitments, trans- 
forming both geopolitics and the 
international economy. 

Since 1945, the Pax Americana 
has made international economic 
interdependence and globaliza- 
tion possible. Whereas all states 
benefit absolutely in an open in- 
ternational economy, some states 
benefit more than others. In the 
normal course of world _poli- 
tics, the relative distribution of 
power, not the pursuit of absolute 
economic gains, is a country’s 
principal concern, and this dis- 
courages economic interdepen- 
dence. In their efforts to ensure 
a distribution of power in their 
favor and at the expense of their 
actual or potential rivals, states 
pursue autarkic policies — those 
designed to maximize national 
self-sufficiency — _ practicing 
capitalism only within their bor- 
ders or among countries in a 
trading bloc. Thus a truly global 
economy is extraordinarily dif- 
ficult to achieve. Historically, the 
only way to secure international 
integration and interdependence 
has been for a dominant power 
to guarantee the security of other 
states so that they need not pur- 
sue autarkic policies or form trad- 
ing blocs to improve their relative 
positions. This suspension of in- 
ternational politics through hege- 
mony has been the fundamental 
aim of U.S. foreign policy since 
the 1940s. The U.S. has assumed 
the responsibility for maintain- 
ing geopolitical stability in Eu- 
rope, East Asia and the Persian 
Gulf, and for keeping open the 
lines of communication through 
which world trade moves. Since 
the Cold War’s end, the U.S. has 
sought to preserve its hegemony 
by possessing a margin of mili- 
tary superiority so vast that it can 
keep any would-be great power 
pliant and protected. 

Financially, the U.S. has been 
responsible for managing the 
global economy by acting as the 
market and lender of last resort.

But as President Barack Obama 
acknowledged at the London G- 
20 meeting in April, the U.S. is no 
longer able to play this role, and 
the world increasingly is look- 
ing to China (and India and other 
emerging market states) to be the 
locomotives of global recovery. 


A crisis for capitalism 


Going forward, the fiscal cri- 
sis will mean that Washington 
cannot discharge its military 
functions as a hegemon either, 
because it can no longer maintain 
the power edge that has allowed 
it to keep the ambitions of the 
emerging great powers in check. 
The entire fabric of world order 
that the United States established 
after 1945 — the Pax Americana 
— rested on the foundation of 
U.S. military and economic pre- 
ponderance. Remove the founda- 
tion and the structure crumbles. 
The decline of American power 
means the end of U.S. dominance 
in world politics and the begin- 
ning of the transition to a new 
constellation of world powers. 

The result will be profound 
changes in world politics. Emerg- 
ing powers will seek to establish 
spheres of influence, control lines 
of communication, engage in 
arms races and compete for con- 
trol over key natural resources. 
As America’s decline results in 
the retraction of the U.S. mili- 
tary role in key regions, rival- 
ries among emerging powers are 
bound to heat up. Already, China 
and India are competing for in- 
fluence in Central and Southeast 
Asia, the Middle East and the 
Indian Ocean. Even today, when 
the United States is still acting as 
East Asia’s regional pacifier, the 
smoldering security competition 
between China and Japan is push- 
ing Japan cautiously to engage in 


the very kind of “renationaliza- 
tion” of its security policy that 
the U.S. regional presence is sup- 
posed to prevent. While still wed- 
ded to its alliance with the U.S., in 
recent years Tokyo has become 
increasingly anxious that, as a 
Rand Corp. study put it, eventual- 
ly it “might face a threat against 
which the United States would 
not prove a reliable ally.” Conse- 
quently, Japan is moving toward 
dropping Article 9 of its Ameri- 
can-imposed Constitution (which 
imposes severe constraints on 
Japan’s military), building up its 
forces and quietly pondering the 
possibility of becoming a nuclear 
power. 

Although the weakening of the 
Pax Americana will not cause 
international trade and capital 
flows to come to a grinding halt, 
in coming years we can expect 
states to adopt openly competi- 
tive economic policies as they are 
forced to jockey for power and ad- 
vantage in an increasingly com- 
petitive security and economic 
environment. The world econo- 
my will thereby more closely re- 
semble that of the 1930s than the 
free-trade system of the post-1945 
Pax Americana. The coming end 
of the Pax Americana heralds a 
crisis for capitalism. 

The coming era of de-global- 
ization will be defined by rising 
nationalism and mercantilism, 
geopolitical instability and great 
power competition. In other 
words, having enjoyed a long hol- 
iday from history under the Pax 
Americana, international politics 
will be headed back to the future.

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Even in bad economy, sports fans still love their games

Sports fans are familiar with pain 
that’s supposed to end their love affair 
with the game. There are the labor spats 
between billionaire team owners and 
millionaire athletes. The off-field antics 
that land players in handcuffs. The los- 
ing seasons. 

Now, the Great Recession has sapped 
our wealth and ushered in an era of high 
unemployment and consumer frugal- 
ity. It’s put an end to many unnecessary 
luxuries and made people more cautious 
about spending on everyday items, too. 

Yet sports fans — as they always do 
— are still coming back to the ballpark. 

The worst recession since World War 
II has dented but not ended America’s 
passion for sports. Much of the hit has 
been to skyboxes and the most expen- 
sive seats. For the most part, fans are 
still opening their wallets and going to 
games. 


Exhibit A: the new NFL season. Led 
by the Dallas Cowboys, who put 105,000- 
plus in their new, $1.15 billion stadium 
on opening night, the league sold out 45 
of the first 48 games of 2009. 

Baseball? Attendance is down about 7 
percent, but still nearly even with 2005, 
when the economy was booming. 

And those who don’t attend the games 
still look for ways to take part: CBS 
Sports.com reports about a 15 percent 
increase in fantasy football sign-ups, 
with many players paying $20 or more 
for a season’s worth of interactive fun. 

It’s all in keeping with a trend that 
has endured through decades of strikes, 
lockouts and economic turndowns. 

Major League Baseball, which bore 
the full brunt of the recession this sea- 
son, can attribute at least part of its 7 
percent attendance decline to both the 
New York Yankees and Mets moving 
into smaller ballparks. 

Last month, an Associated Press- 


Knowledge Networks poll found 32 per- 
cent of baseball fans had attended an 
MLB game last year, compared with 27 
percent this year. At the time, nearly a 
quarter of fans said it was somewhat or 
very likely they’d get to a ballpark before 
the end of the season. 

Todd Tompkins of Pinckney, Mich., 
sat behind first base at Comerica Park 
on Tuesday, watching his Detroit Tigers 
start a critical series against the Min- 
nesota Twins in a city ravaged by eco- 
nomic blows. Michigan’s unemployment 
rate, the highest in the nation, is 15.2 
percent. 

“T’m not a season-ticket holder, but 
I'll be here all week, and that will be 32 
games this season. The economy hasn’t 
hurt me, but you can see it in the (small- 
er) crowds this year,” the 34-year-old 
Tompkins says. 

Fans want to see their teams in action 
for some of the same reasons movies also 
traditionally do well in tough economic 


times: People need a place to escape, to 
feel they’re part of something. 

The Cowboys drew 105,121 fans to the 
opening of their new stadium in Sep- 
tember, all of whom can tell their kids 
and grandkids they were there for the 
beginning. 

But many team owners who hoped to 
profit handsomely from premium seats 
and fine dining are finding less-than- 
expected demand for those luxuries in 
these hard times. 

The Yankees sold about 95 percent of 
available seats at the team’s new stadi- 
um, but most of the unsold tickets were 
the most expensive ones, according to 
Yankees President Randy Levine. 

The team also took a PR hit when 
it charged $2,500 for prime tickets. 
But like many franchises, it adjusted 
— slashing prices for the premium seats 
and announcing the price of about 6,500 
seats will drop for the 2010 season.

Survey finds employers actively seek transitioning servicemembers 


ou may wear the uniform now, but you 

won't always. Just ask the federal em-

According to hiring manag- 
ers surveyed in the process, 
you might be a hot commodity 
if you: 

1. Maintain a disciplined ap- 
proach to work. 

Employers like it when em- 
ployees show up on time, do 
their jobs and do more than is 
asked of them. In many career fields, a lack of dis- 
cipline can be a career-ender. 

2. Have the ability to work as a team member. 

Every organization needs its leaders and its

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followers. They also need to have people on 
board who can assume each role. 

3. Show respect and exhibit integrity. 

Servicemembers can bring it home in 
this department. 

4. Possess leadership skills. 

You can be a leader. You could even 
write the book on it. In fact, why don’t you? 
You just might find yourself a new career. 

5. Are able to solve problems on the job. 

It seems like a small thing, but it’s not. The 
ability to look at a problem, analyze it 
and implement an effective solution is 
worth its weight in gold. It requires a 
certain amount of objectivity, com- 
mon sense and an ability to consider 
alternatives.

only don’t go in the hole but are 
putting aside money each month. 
You need to save for retirement 
and for an emergency fund, 
among other goals. 

To do all this, you’ll need to 
use a word that apparently hasn’t 
been given enough of a workout 
around your home: “no.” 
“No, we can’t help you.” 
“No, we’re not going to 
buy that.” “No, I’m not 
going let my finances be 
in chaos because I can’t 
say ‘no.’” 

Dear Liz: Are banks 
still lowering the amount 
of available credit? ’m 
concerned because 
we were hoping to use 
our home equity line 
of credit to pay for our 
children’s college edu- 
cations, if need be. 

Our current balance is less 
than 5 percent of the total avail- 
able limit, but my credit reports 
show our credit line lender re- 
cently reviewed our credit histo- 
ry. Iam concerned that our bank 
will lower our available credit as 
my son is about to start college. 
Are my concerns valid? 

Answer: Perhaps. Lenders have 
been reducing home equity lines 
of credit as home values drop. If 
your mortgage balance and your 
line of credit total more than 60 
percent of the current value of 
your home, you may be at risk of 
having your limit reduced right 
when you planned to use it. 

If that’s the case and your son 
is heading off to school in the next 
year, it might be prudent to with- 
draw the money now and keep it 
in a Savings account. 
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If college won’t start for several 
years, though, you might want to 
explore other options, since it’s 
generally not a good idea to bor- 
row money so far in advance of 
when you’ll need it. 

Fortunately, you have plenty of 
options when it comes to paying 
for college. Just make sure you 
fill out a Free Application for Fed- 
eral Student Aid. Even if you don’t 
qualify for need-based aid, filling 
out the FAFSA will allow you to 
apply for federal student loans. 
Your son can get Stafford loans 
at a 6.8 percent fixed rate and 
you could get PLUS loans with a 
fixed rate ranging from 7.9 to 8.5 
percent. PLUS loans allow you 
to borrow whatever you need to 
cover any costs not paid for by the 
student’s financial aid package. 

Dear Liz: We just paid off 
nine cards totaling $49,000. We 
are credit card debt free. What 
should we do with the accounts 
as we are not going to use them 
except for a couple (to be paid off 
monthly) as recommended? 

Answer: Congratulations! 
Whether you paid off the debt 
over time or received a windfall, 
you were smart to get out from 
under this burden. 

If you can trust yourselves not 
to run up more debt, your best op- 
tion is to leave the accounts open 
and use them occasionally so the 
issuers don’t shut them down for 
inactivity.

Games: ‘Teams expand 
number of cheap seats

The Oakland A’s doubled the 
number of $2 seats available for 
Wednesday games at the start 
of the 2009 season. The Tigers 
added more $5 tickets and $5 
parking. The NBA, long worried 
that the average fan was being 
priced out of the game, saw the 
number of cheap seats — $10 or 
less — double from an average of 
500 to about 1,000. 

Meanwhile, for the $20 (or 
more) it can cost to join a fantasy 
league with their buddies, football 
fans can get a season’s worth of 
entertainment without heading to 
the stadium. Fantasy football is a 
billion-dollar business that allows 
fans to build their own teams and 
compete against others. 

“We’ve found people will con- 
tinue to pay the price of a movie 
ticket for a quality fantasy sports 
experience,” says CBSSports. 
com senior vice president Jason 
Kint. 

Of course, as the pain caused 
by the recession begins to fade, 
there still are ways that fans 
could be alienated. 

Friction over the NFL’s collec- 


tive bargaining agreement, which 
expires at the end of next season, 
could lead to the first work stop- 
page since 1987 in America’s 
most popular sport. 

“You could see a lot of fans 
being jarred and alienated rather 
quickly,” says Wayne McDonnell, 
who teaches about sports and the 
economy at the New York Univer- 
sity Tisch Center. 

“They could look back at an 
economic situation and say, ‘I 
committed $300 to going to a 
football game and what do I have 
to show for it?’ It’s millionaires 
fighting billionaires over percent- 
age points on gross revenues.” 

But American fans have a his- 
tory of returning from those set- 
backs, too. 

MLB attendance dropped 20 
percent the season after a strike 
washed out the World Series in 
1994. It took 12 years and the ad- 
dition of four new teams for the 
numbers to get back to those lev- 
els — but eventually, they did. 

The NHL missed the 2004-05 
season because of a lockout. The 
league has set an attendance re- 
cord every season since.

Add in your technical career 
proficiencies and you are going to 
be difficult to compete with. 

To help you do that, visit your 
transition assistance counselor 
as soon as possible. If you can’t 
get there physically, get there 
virtually at http://www.transition 
assistanceprogram.com. 

Read up on job search tech- 


niques. Hot off the press, revised 
with you in mind, is the “Military- 
to-Civilian Career Transition 
Guide: The Essential Job Search 
Handbook for Service Members, 
2nd Edition” (available through 
major online bookstores), au- 
thored by yours truly. 

As you consider what you’ll do 
in your next life, look at a variety 
of potential career options. Now 
might be the time to make a real 
change. 

And last, but far, far from least, 
network your little heart out. 
Volunteer in your community 
to strengthen and expand those 
connections. 

Make nice with the civilians in 
your life because you are about to 
become one yourself.

WASHINGTON — The long- 
awaited first vaccinations against 
swine flu — the squirt-in-the-nose 
kind — begin early next week in 
parts of the country, and states 
are urging people to be patient 
until more arrives. 

Just a trickle of vaccine, 
600,000 doses of the nasal spray 
FluMist, will be divided among 
21 states and four large cities by 
Tuesday, with more small ship- 
ments to more states later in the 
week. 

“We’re moving this out as 


public health director, Dr. Mel 
Kohn, who hopes shipments ar- 
rive in time to begin some vac- 
cinations on Monday. “This 
doesn’t do any good sitting in a 
warehouse.” 

Most states are aiming their 
first small batches at health care 
workers, hoping to keep them 
well enough to be on the job as 
cases of swine flu — what doc- 
tors prefer to call the 2009 H1N1 
strain — are rapidly increasing 
nationwide. 

In Chicago, firefighters will 
share first doses with hospitals, 
to get some emergency respond- 


urged as limited vaccine shipped 
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Alaska wants its meager first 
4,000 FluMist doses to head di- 
rectly to preschoolers, ages 2 to 4. 

And Pennsylvania will target 
its initial 58,000 FluMist doses 
mostly to 5- to 9-year-olds in parts 
of the state where H1N1 is most 
active. It’s the school-age kids 
who are getting infected most, 
said Pennsylvania’s acting physi- 
cian general, Dr. Stephen Ostroff, 
and the under-10 crowd is going 
to need two doses of swine flu 
vaccine. 

“Our figuring is, let’s get start- 
ed in the group that’s going to 
take longest to get protected,” he

NORMAN, Okla. — Jeremy 
Beal is the bookworm. Gerald 
McCoy and Adrian Taylor pro- 
vide the muscle. Auston English 
brings a burst of speed. 

Together, they give No. 8 Okla- 
homa (2-1) one of the most feared 
defensive lines in the country and 
this week they’re gunning for one 
of college football’s new stars, 
Jacory Harris of No. 17 Miami 
(2-1). 

A mixture of some of the team’s 
most outspoken players and guys 
who prefer not to say a word, all 
four can wreak havoc in an oppo- 
nent’s backfield. 

“Everybody has something dif- 
ferent about them, bringing it to 
the table,” said Taylor, who makes 
up half of Oklahoma’s talkative 
tackle tandem. “Some guys are 
smarter, some guys are stronger, 
some guys are faster.” 

None of them can be ignored. 

Beal had the most recent stand- 
out performance, tallying a ca- 
reer-best three sacks in a 45-0 
victory against Tulsa that marked 
the Sooners’ second straight shut- 
out. But each of the other starters 
have contributed one sack apiece 
to Oklahoma’s average of four per 
game, the fourth-best mark in the 
country. 

“They’ve got guys everywhere,” 
Miami center A.J. Trump said. 
“They’ve got two guys inside who

they’re 91-68, the best mark in 
their 17-year history. 

“And we’re not done yet,” Ryan 
Spilborghs said. 

The Rockies’ fourth consecu- 
tive victory eliminated Atlanta, 
their final pursuer, from conten- 
tion for the NL wild card and gave 
Colorado its second playoff berth 
in three years. They won the pen- 
nant in 2007. 

Colorado can catch the Dodgers 
for the NL West title if the Rock- 
ies Sweep a weekend series in Los 
Angeles. The Dodgers, who have 
lost four in a row, were off Thurs- 
day and watched their division 
lead over the Rockies get sliced to 
two games with three to play. 

So, the Rockies won’t be resting 
their regulars this weekend. 

“Until we get beat a game, 
we’re going to try to win the di- 
vision,” said manager Jim Tracy, 
who is 73-40 since taking over 
the club upon Clint Hurdle’s fir- 
ing May 29. 

“We’ve done this before,” Todd 
Helton said. “We’ve poured cham- 
pagne on ourselves before and 
once the party’s over, we know 
hot to get back to work.” 

The Rockies will send ace Ub- 
aldo Jimenez to the mound Friday 
night to face lefty Randy Wolf. 

“Regardless, we’re in the post- 
season — but we want to go there 
and beat L.A.,” said Aaron Cook, 
who pitched four-hit ball over 
eight spectacular innings Thurs- 
day in his second start since 
missing a month because of a 
sore shoulder. 

As the Rockies rejoiced behind 
the mound after the final out, fans 
broke into a chant of “Beat L.A:! 
Beat L.A!” as fireworks crack- 
led through a cloudless sky. “I’ve 
never had a better feeling than 
this in 33 years in professional 
baseball,” Tracy said. 

After trading slugger Matt 
Holliday last fall for closer Hus- 
ton Street and outfielder Carlos 
Gonzalez, the Rockies got off to a 
stumbling start. They were 18-28 
on May 29 when Tracy took over. 

He gathered his players in the 
clubhouse and told them the best 
players were going to play and he 
was going to get out of the way. 
That lent stability to the lineup 
and bullpen and added excite- 
ment in the clubhouse. It took a 
week for Tracy’s approach to take 
hold. The Rockies fell to 20-32, 
15'!/2 games behind the Dodgers, 
on June 3. Only the lowly Wash- 
ington Nationals were worse. 

Then, recalling their “Rocto- 
ber” run of 2007, they won 17 of 
18 and started to believe another

Positive experiences at Edgren 
lead to All Armed Forces volleyball

YOKOTA AIR BASE, JAPAN 
— He remembers watching them. 
Playing against them. The way 
they passed the volleyball and set 
each other up. They were the best 
the military had to offer. 

And it was his interaction with 
members of the All Air Force 
and All Armed Forces volleyball 
teams that left quite an impres- 
sion on Clarence Hucks Jr. when 
he was a fledgling player at Mi- 
sawa Air Base’s Edgren High 
School in the mid-1990s. 

So when Hucks made the deci- 
sion to join the Air Force in 2002, 
one of his goals was to one day 
qualify for both teams. “Meet- 
ing and playing against members 
of both the Air Force volleyball 
team and Armed Forces team 
had a significant influence over 
me,” said Hucks, who finds him- 
self back in Japan at Yokota Air 
Base. “Those individuals were 
playing at a much higher level of 
volleyball that I eventually want- 
ed to be a part of.” 

After years of honing his skills 
on base teams, the technical ser- 
geant was selected as a member 
of the Air Force team earlier this 
year. In June, his team won the 
gold medal after defeating the 
best of the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rines Corps in the Armed Forces 
Volleyball tournament at Cherry 
Point, N.C. 

Hucks’ stellar play in the tour- 
nament earned him the opportu- 
nity to play on the U.S. National 
team and compete in the Inter- 
national Military Sports Council 
Tournament Volleyball tourna- 
ment in Rio de Janeiro later in 
June. Hucks and his teammates 
finished eighth in the 12-team 
round-robin event. 

Hucks called it a “surreal ex- 
perience” playing against such 
countries as China, India, Neth- 
erlands and Venezuela. 

“There are no intense rival- 
ries,” he said. “Everyone is there 
to represent their countries to the 
best of their abilities and to pro-

mote friendship through sports,” 
said Hucks, who struck up friend- 
ships with players from Iran, 
Qatar, Brazil and other nations. 

He said stepping out onto 
the court in front of so many 
people in a huge arena was a bit 
overwhelming. 

“T’ve never played in a tour- 
nament of that magnitude,” said 
Hucks. “You’re playing against 
some of the most elite athletes in 
the world.” 

Having reached the pinnacle of 
his military sports career, Hucks, 
32, isn’t sure how much longer 
he’ll play competitively, but he 
does know he wants to pass his 
passion and knowledge of the 
game to youngsters. He currently 
serves as assistant coach for the 
Seisen International School in Se- 
tagaya-ku. Hucks says he focuses 
on teaching his young players the 
basic fundamentals of volleyball. 

The same fundamentals he 
picked up watching and playing 
against the military’s best those 
many years ago in Misawa.

CAMP ZAMA, Japan — Zama 
American wide receiver Stephen 
Ferrer held four fingers in the 
air and repeated the mantra that 
Trojans coaches had impressed 
on their players all week: 

“Finish!” Ferrer 
“C’mon, finish!” 

Finish was what the Trojans 
could not do four weeks earlier at 
Yokota, but did with zest on Fri- 
day as Zama recorded its first on- 
field victory over the Panthers in 
11 seasons, 33-6 at Trojans Field. 

Michael Spencer rushed 28 
times for 205 yards and three 
touchdowns, and quarterback 
Mike Jorgenson sneaked for two 
TDs as Zama outgained Yokota 
426-233 and slipped into the driv- 
er’s seat in the DODEA Japan 
and Kanto Plain Association of 
Secondary Schools title chases. 

“Wonderful. It’s great,’ coach 
Steven Merrell said. The teams 
split the season series 1-1, but 
Zama owns an 11-point differen- 
tial edge. 

Zama (3-1) ended Yokota’s 
41-game Kanto Plain winning 
streak, and got its first on-field 
victory since a 12-6 win over of 
the Panthers on Oct. 10, 1998. 
Zama got a forfeit victory over 


shouted. 


Yokota in 2002 when it was found 
the Panthers used an ineligible 
player in a 21-6 victory over the 
Trojans. 

The last time the teams met, a 
28-12 Yokota victory on Sept. 4, 
the Trojans breached Panthers 
territory seven times but came 
away empty, turning the ball over 
four times and losing it three 
times on downs. 

“Last time, we didn’t finish,” 
Merrell said. “This week, that’s 
what we preached was finish, fin- 
ish, finish. We have to finish.” 

And the Trojans finished be- 
hind an offensive line that helped 
Zama stage four lengthy drives. 
Ryan Blackstock and Ashton 
Norwood combined for 162 yards 
on 11 attempts for Zama, which 
has 1,584 rushing yards on 225 
attempts, the best four-game 
stretch in school history. 

“If you control the line of 
scrimmage, you control the game, 
you’re going to be successful,” 
Merrell said. 

Yokota, meanwhile, turned the 
ball over three times, with Spen- 
cer recovering a fumble and Mal- 
colm Franklin two. Its only score 
came on DeEric Harvin’s 35-yard 
pass to Miles Andrews in the first 
quarter. 

“Their offensive line absolutely 


dominated and their execution 
was nearly flawless,” Panthers 
coach Tim Pujol said. “Defensive- 
ly, we didn’t have any answers, 
but our offense ... poor execution. 
I don’t know what else to say.”

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South America awarded first Games, beating out Chicago, Madrid and Tokyo

COPENHAGEN — Finally, 
South America gets an Olympics. 
The 2016 Games are going to Rio 
de Janeiro. 

In a vote of high drama Friday, 
the bustling Brazilian carnival 
city of beaches, mountains and 
samba beat surprise finalist Ma- 
drid, which got a big helping hand 
from a very influential friend. 

Chicago was knocked out in the 
first round — in one of the most 
shocking defeats handed down by 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee. Even Tokyo, which had 
trailed throughout the race, did 
better — eliminated in the second 
round. 

Rio spoke to IOC members’ 
consciences: The city argued 
that it was simply unfair that 
South America has never hosted 
the Games, and Europe, Asia 
and North America have done so 
repeatedly. 

“Tt is a time to address this 
imbalance,” Brazil’s charismatic 
president, Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva, told the IOC’s members be- 
fore they voted. “It is time to light 
the Olympic cauldron in a tropi- 
cal country.” 

The bearded former union

stupid bloc vote.” 

He worried that the shock exit 
could do “untold damage” to the 
testy relations between the IOC 
and the U.S. Olympic Committee. 
They had recent flare-ups over 
revenue sharing and a USOC TV 
network. 

“To have the president of the 
United States and his wife per- 
sonally appear, then this should 
happen in the first round is awful 
and totally undeserving,” Gosper 
said. 

The European-dominated 
IOC’s past two experiences in the 
United States were bad: the 2002 
Salt Lake City Winter Olympics 
were sullied by a bribery scan- 
dal and logistical problems and 
a bombing hit the 1996 Games in 
Atlanta. 

Obama had held out the entic- 
ing prospect of a Chicago Games 
helping to reconnect the United 
States with the world after the 
presidency of George W. Bush. 
He told the IOC earliy Friday 
that the “full force of the White 
House” would be applied so “visi- 
tors from all around the world 
feel welcome and will come away 
with a sense of the incredible di- 
versity of the American people.” 

Now, Chicago can rue what 


leader disappeared into a huge 
group hug with the joyous Rio 
team after IOC president Jacques 
Rogge announced that the city 
had won. Soccer great Pele had 
tears in his eyes. 

Madrid’s surprising success 
in reaching the final round came 
after former IOC president Juan 
Antonio Samaranch made an un- 


usual appeal for the Spanish capi- 
tal, reminding the IOC’s members 
as he asked for their vote that, at 
age 89, “I am very near the end of 
my time.” 

Samaranch ran the IOC for 21 
years before Rogge took over in 
2001. 

Chicago had been seen as a 
front-runner and got the highest 


level of support — from President 
Barack Obama. But he spent only 
a few hours in the Danish capital 
where the vote was held and left 
before the result was announced. 

Former IOC member Kai Holm 
said that the brevity of his appear- 
ance might have counted against 
him. The short stopover was “too 
business-like,” Holm said. “It can 


be that some IOC members see it 
as a lack of respect.” 

Senior Australian IOC mem- 
ber Kevan Gosper surmised that 
Asian voters might have banded 
together for Tokyo in the first 
round, at Chicago’s expense. 

“T’m _ shocked,’ Gosper said. 
“The whole thing doesn’t make 
sense other than there has been a 


might have been. And Obama’s 
gamble of expending his own 
political capital on the bid 
backfired. 

The last U.S. city to bid for the 
Summer Games, New York, did 
scarcely better. It was ousted 
in the second round in the 2005 
vote that gave the 2012 Games to 
London. 


Unbeatens: Jets, Saints each have other’s

The success Ryan had as a coordinator 
has translated to his first head coaching job 
in New York. That was never more evident 
than when the Jets kept Tom Brady and the 
Patriots out of the end zone in a 16-9 victory 
in Week 2. 

“They earned my respect that night, you 
talk about three field goals,” said Saints 
fullback Heath Evans, who played the pre- 
vious four seasons with New England. “I 
know what Tom Brady brings to the table. I 
know what the Randy Mosses of the world 
bring to the table. We’ve got our hands full 
and it’s going to take probably close to a 
perfect game to get these guys an ‘L’ in that 
column.” 

Jets defenders are similarly compli- 
mentary of New Orleans’ offense, which 
is averaging 438 yards per game and a 
league-leading 40 points per game. The 
Saints’ smallest margin of victory so far is 
18 points. 

“With Drew Brees, there’s no one re- 
ceiver that you can focus on and say he gets 
the ball, double him, roll coverage to him,” 
linebacker Bart Scott said. “He gets the 
ball to everybody. Everybody plays harder 
when they feel they have a chance to get 


the ball. Sometimes some guys don’t run 
their routes hard because they’re not get- 
ting the ball and they’re a decoy. [Brees] 
gets other guys the ball. That ball is spread 
all over the place.” 

Case in point: Evans, who hasn’t car- 
ried the ball once from his fullback posi- 
tion, has two touchdowns receiving, tying 
him for second on the team with tight end 
Jeremy Shockey. They’re each one behind 
Marques Colston. 

This season, the Saints’ offense has been 
made even more difficult to defend thanks 
to a credible running game. When Buffalo 
crowded the defensive backfield with zone 
coverage last week, making it tough for 
Brees to find an open man, Payton started 
dialing up running plays and New Orleans 
racked up 222 yards rushing. Pierre Thom- 
as had 126 yards and two touchdowns in 
the second half alone. 

“As balanced as we’ve been running and 
passing, I think we’ve shown that if you 
come in against us you need to be ready 
for both and you better have an answer for 
both,” Brees said. “We’re going to try to 
formation you to death and personnel you 
to death. ... We go into every game with 
the attitude that we’re going to dictate the 


tempo of this game and you’re going to have 
to worry about us and not the other way 
around.” 

The Jets’ defensive leaders say the same 
thing about their unit. 

“We don’t adjust. We do what we do,” 
Scott said. “We respect the opponent, but 
we’re not going to change the way we play 
for an opponent. We have to believe in our 
system like [the Saints] believe in theirs.” 

Meanwhile, the Jets’ offense and Saints’ 
defense have been pretty good in their own 
right. 

Under new coordinator Gregg Williams, 
New Orleans is creating more turnovers, 
with nine so far, and is giving up fewer 
yards and fewer points. New Orleans al- 
lowed only one score on a fake field goal at 
Buffalo last Sunday. 

Likewise, the Jets are pleased with the 
way Sanchez has led the offense, with 
largely mistake-free performances high- 
lighted by timely completions and even 
a courageous touchdown scramble last 
week. 

“He’s doing a great job for them as far 
as understanding that they have a very 
good defense, they have a very good run- 
ning game and he’s going to play to those

strengths,” said Saints linebacker Jona- 
than Vilma, who spent his first four NFL 
seasons with the Jets. “I’m happy for him. I 
know how the New York media can be. All 
eyes are on him right now and I’m happy 
as heck for him that he’s able to go out 
there with a cool, calm demeanor and play 
well. ... Hopefully he won’t do that Sunday 
against us.” 

All the national attention given to San- 
chez and the Jets hasn’t gone unnoticed in 
New Orleans, but Saints players don’t seem 
to mind. 

“T prefer staying under the radar,” Vilma 
said. “Us being 3-0, that’s not newsworthy 
yet. That’s fine with us. We’ll keep playing 
and keep playing well.” 

Regardless of whether Vilma’s percep- 
tion matches reality, it’s clear football fans 
everywhere will be paying attention to this 
game. 

“T don’t Know if there’s any other game 
this weekend where there’s two undefeated 
teams playing each other, so if it’s not the 
game of the week, then I don’t know what 
other game would be,” Saints running back 
Reggie Bush said. “I feel the excitement. ... 
These are the types of games you love to 
play in. This is what you live for.”

NEW YORK — The New York Daily 
News reported that Red Sox Hall of Famer 
Ted Williams’ severed head was mistreat- 
ed at an Arizona cryonics facility, accord- 
ing to details from a new book. 

In “Frozen,” Larry Johnson, a former 
executive at the Alcor Life Extension 
Foundation in Scottsdale, Ariz., writes that 
Williams’ head, which had been severed 
and frozen for storage, was abused at the 
facility. Johnson claims a technician took 
baseball-like swings at Williams’ frozen 
head with a monkey wrench. 

Williams, the last player to hit above .400 
in a season, died in 2002 at age 83 and had 
his remains sent to Alcor for cryogenic 
storage in the hope that technology would 
be developed to revive him.

Sabean received a two-year extension in 
2007 that took him through this year and 
the Giants had to exercise a club option for 
2010. Bochy’s three-year contract, worth 
roughly $6 million, is due to expire at the 
end of the season. 

The Giants will miss the playoffs for 
the sixth season in a row but were in the 
NL wild-card race until being eliminat- 
ed Wednesday night, certainly a sign of 
progress. 


Bradford won't start 
against Miami

winner Sam Bradford will not start for No.

Sooners coach Bob Stoops said Landry 
Jones will start for Bradford, who hasn’t 
played since injuring his shoulder in the 
first week of the season.

The board voted 6-1 on Thursday to ex- 
tend its deadline for deciding 30 to 60 days. 
Board members say more time is needed to 
get opinions on the matter from the Stand- 
ing Rock Sioux tribe’s new tribal council. 

The NCAA considers the nickname “hos- 
tile and offensive” and says UND cannot 
host playoff events without approval from 
the state’s two Sioux tribes. Supporters say 
the name honors the Sioux tribes and is an 
important part of the school’s tradition. 


Woods first athlete 
with $1 billion in earnings 


NEW YORK — Forbes said Tiger Woods 
is the first athlete to surpass $1 billion in 
career earnings. The magazine estimates 
that golf’s top-ranked player crested figure 
when he earned $10 million for winning 
the FedEx Cup on Sunday. 

Forbes reported on its Web site that 
Woods entered 2009 having earned $895 
million since he joined the PGA Tour 
in 1996. Prize money, appearance fees, 
endorsement fees, bonuses and his golf 
course design business were calculated to 
have pushed him past $1 billion. 

The magazine said former NBA great 
Michael Jordan and former Formula One 
driver Michael Schumacher, at $800 mil- 
lion and $700 million, respectively, are 
Woods’ closest competition in career 
earnings.
